Members of the Twenty-sixth Annual Convention of the Department of Maasa- 
chusetts, Woman^s Relief Corps: 

We have come to the parting of the ways. One year ago, when you 
placed in my hands your highest gift, and honored me with the Presidency 
of the "Mother Department" of the Woman's ReUef Corps, I was cognizant 
of the great honor, also the great responsibility, and only the feeling that I 
would have the loyal support of the members of our loved Order and the 
benefit of the wisdom of the grand and noble women who had preceded 
m3 gave me courage to enter upon my duties; and to-day I submit to you 
the report of the year's work for your inspection. 

The labor of the twelve months which have passed into history has 
been very strenuous to all in our Order. While we have had the great 
honor of the National Encampment of 1904, it has entailed greater work; 
but, as usual, the Woman's Relief Corps accepted their part of the work 
nobly, and in a spirit of fraternity and loyalty did their whole duty. 

In striving to make the year as successful as those which have "passed," 
I appreciate the assistance given by every member of our Order ; and, while 
I hoped to accomplish more, we should remember that the Department 
President is human, and cannot be everywhere, much as she would like to. 
I have visited many Corps that I felt needed a call, to remind them that, 
although far away from Headquarters, they were not forgotten, and we are 
always in touch with them. I travelled long distances to accomplish this, 
and the reward was worthy of the effort, finding the same earnest work 
was being done (and in a systematic manner) for "soldier, sailor, and marine 
or their families." 

To me the year is one never to be forgotten; and the pleasure and profit 
I have gained from the associations with which I came in contact will re- 
main. I gave much time to the duties at Headquarters, averaging three 
days a week, and at all times gave the assistance and encouragement needed 
to keep in close touch with the members, whose love and best efforts were 
given me at all times. As the years go on, the work will increase; but in 
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the future, as in the past, the "united efforts" of our l6yal and true mem- 
bership will be " crowned with success." 



RELIEF WORK. 

As has been said by my predecessors, this is the most important part 
of our organization; and, while we have assisted financially those who 
required it, still much more has been done by the kind word or act given 
those who hungered for sympathy in the hour of sickness or trouble.

Although I had been a member of the Department Relief Committee, 
and had some idea of the work, yet, until this year I never fully realized 
the importance of it all; and I am very thankful that I have been per- 
mitted to attend all quarterly meetings of the Relief Committee, and have 
been in close touch with their work. 

How can I express my appreciation of the faithful and untiring work 
accomplished by our most excellent Department Relief Committee, — to 
the Chairman, Past Department President, Mrs. M. Susan Gopdale, and 
her very efficient Secretary, Mrs. Rebecca A. Pickett, — and the other mem- 
bers of the Committee, — Mrs. L. P. Hall, Mrs. Grace E. Runyan, Mrs. Lucre- 
tia H. Wetherell, Mrs. Annie E. Higgins, and Mrs. Marie C. Blake? All cases 
were thoroughly investigated, and the assistance given which was best 
suited, every member being ready at all times to visit the needy, and 
reporting result of visit to the Chairman, and in every way assisting to 
carry out to a successful finish all plans, as detailed by her. As in the past, 
the Chairman has drawn $5.00 at a time for emergency cases; and it has 
been wisely expended. All bills have been approved by the Chairman and 
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Department President, and paid direct by the Department Treasurer.

' ] CONDITION OF DEPARTMENT. 



I am very glad to report that we added one new Corps, and regret to 
add the loss of one, and thus we have made no net gain in number of Corps, 
but have gained in membership. On April 30, 1904, accompanied by De- 
partment Inspector Miss Sarah L. Mecuen, we started to West Brookfield, 
where good work had been done by Commander Geo. H. Allan, and Alanson 
Hamilton Corps 168, with charter membership of 22, was instituted by the 
Department President. Our Instituting and Installing Officer, Miss Hat- 
tie L. Shute, could not get here, owing to weather conditions, she living on 
the island of Martha's Vineyard. Her absence was regretted by all.. I wish 
to thank Past Department President Mrs. Angie Robinson and the jnem- 
bers of Clara Barton Corps No. 70 of Warren for assistance rendered. The 
ladies are very much interested, and by their reports show they are doing 
good work. They gave valuable assistance on Memorial Day to the Post. 
I am glad to welcome their representatives here to-day, and feel sure they 
will return home proud that they are members of the Order. 

It is with regret that the surrender of the charter of Capt. E. T. 
Dresser Corps 166, Housatonic, is announced. 

This Coips has been in a weak condition for several years, being lo- 
cated in a small \'illage and with but little local encouragement. It con- 
tinued to conduct its work, however, until the surrender of the Post to 
which it was auxiliary, when the little band of members felt that it was 
useless to continue longer its struggle for existence. 

Death having called many of our earnest and zealous workers home, 
it is pleasing to report a gain in our membership, the reports showing 
December 31, 1904, a total of 14,608, an increase of 416 over last year. 
I have during the year visited many of the small and weak Corps. They 
are doing good work, but do need encouragement as well as assistance from 
the stronger Corps; and these can be helped by visiting them, an inter- 
change of visits doing much good. I repeat that my heart has been glad- 
dened as I witnessed the unselfish spirit of our members and the exertions 
put forth by the members of Corps situated away from all conveniences 
of steam or electric ca^s to attend their meetings and do their part of the 
good work. All honor to them! Department Aides, present and past, 
here is a grand opportunity for you to encourage the upbuilding of our 
Order, and also prove that you are indeed an aid to the President. 
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MEMORIAX DAY. 

"Let sobs be hushed, let teaars be dried, 
And hearts from sorrow cease, 
As we mark each mound with stars and stripes 
And flowers fair of peace." 

Let us remember that each year, as it passes rapidly, increases the 
number of graves "where, wearied, the boys in blue have gone into camp 
and fallen asleep, to awaken only at the reveille of God." The faithful 
assistance rendered in placing wreaths of green and garlands of flowers on 
their last resting-place by our members is fully detailed in the Chaplain's 
report.

After much time and thought had been given with our Department 
Inspector, Miss Sarah L. Mecuen, the State was divided into sixteen dis- 
tricts; but one of the Corps found it impossible, owing to illness oF Presi- 
dent, to exemplify, thus making it necessary to somewhat inconvenience 
those Corps which had been assigned to that district, and having them at- 
tend elsewhere, not so near. We endeavored to arrange our knowledge of 
railroad connections in a way that would best accommodate our members, 
so that as many as possible might attend. My sincere thanks are extended 
to all the Corps who did exemplify, and I assure them the hospitality ex- 
tended will never be forgotten. 

As the work of preparing for exemplification is considerable, we did 
not expect or require Corps to furnish a lunch. Still, many did; but the 
social feature was omitted, as the "County Associations" supply that.

That the Department of Massachusetts re- 
turn to the former method of choosing delegates and alternates to the Na- 
tional Convention: namely, the plan in use i)revious to the vote of the De- 
partment Convention of 1003.

The midnight bells of Dec. 31, 1904, rang out the h'lrih of a new year, 
and, like a faithful watchman on the walls, I was glad to answer, "All is 
well, ' ' once more. The year just passed has proved a successful one, though 
filled with many anxious cares and days crowded with extra work conse- 
quent upon the great gathering to the Thirty-Eighth National Encamp- 
ment, G.A.R, and Twenty-Second National Convention, W.R.C., and other 
allied organizations. 

In addition to the routine office work at Headquarters, I was glad to 
serve on many of the committees necessary for arrangements of such mag- 
nitude. To attend so many committee meetings required much time and 
thought, but in it all was the glad satisfaction that we were doing our sliare 
toward entertaining the visiting hosts, working side by side with the vet- 
erans of Massachusetts, and to know our labors were crowned with success. 
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Rememberiiig with pleasure all the meetings, the greetings, the warm 
hand-clasp of veterans and sister workers from every Department, we should 
also feel grateful that to provide for their comfort and enjoyment our Corps 
gave so generously that we "gathered up" from the fragments left $729, 
which amount, by general desire, was placed in the Department Relief Fund, 
thereby giving us the excellent showing made by this statistical report. 
But let me urge upon the members of this Convention not to rest satisfied 
with this "balance," but still to contribute to this fund, that, whenever 
calamity or misfortune overtakes the people, Massachusetts may be ready 
to help. 

Attention, Corps Treasurers! whatever has been said to you before 
apphes this year with greater force, if possible, than ever. 

Do not order supplies the first two weeks in the quarter, and do not 
send contributions or payment for supplies with the per capita tax. 

To copy the reports of one hundred and seventy-five Corps, and prepare 
the consohdated and tabulated report each quarter, requires every hour's 
time of the Department Treasurer, in order to have our report promptly 
at National Headquarters; and this the reputation of our grand old Depart- 
ment demands. 

What more can be said to induce every Corps President to carefully 
examine the reports of both Secretary and Treasurer before affixing her sig- 
nature? No excuse can cover the neglect of this duty; for, if for any reason 
the Corps President is unable to make such examination, the Senior or 
Junior Vice-President should act in her place. 

It has been my constant ambition for this Department that for once 
we could report to National Headquarters that every report was received 
on time and absolutely correct, and I now make one more appeal to Corps 
Presidents to make this possible.

P. T. Wyman Corps No. 6 of Holliston reports 150 graves decorated, 
35 children assisting. Four vases were filled and placed at the monument 
for the "Unknown Dead." 200 bouquets were made, and baskets of flowers 
were placed on the graves of deceased members. 

Fletcher Webster Corps No. 7 of Brockton reports 417 graves deco- 
rated, 275 children taking part in the exercises. Dinner was served to the 
veterans and their guests by the Corps at the headciuarters of the Post at 
noon. About 500 were served by the ladies, tables being arranged in both 
halls. Services commemorative to the "Unknown Dead" were held by 
the Corps. A beautiful "living monument" was raised to the honor of the 
brave unknown. A young lady impersonating Liberty, and holding the 
national flag, was the topmost figure. Comrades of the Post represented 
the Union soldier and sailor, (irouped about these figures were several 
children. The officers and members of the Corps conducted the ceremonies, 
and scattered flowers on the sward in memory of the dead. The expense 
to the Corps for the exercises of the day was $85.50. 

E. W. Peirce Corps No. 8 of Middleboro reports 293 graves decorated. 
Buttonhole bouquets were provided for the Post. Dinner was served to 
the members of the Post, Sons of Veterans, and invited guests. The Corps 
also decorated the graves of deceased members. 

Major G. L. Stearns Corps No. 9 of Charlestown reports 415 graves 
decorated, 25 children taking part. A memorial was prepared for the 
"Unknown Dead" and for the " Sailor-Soldier Dead." The Post and 
Corps, escorted by the Sons of Veterans, attended divine ser\ace at the 
First Parish Church on the morning of May 29 and at St. John's in the 
evening. 

Theodore Winthrop Corps No. 10 of Chelsea rc^ports 425 graves deco- 
rated, 15 children assisting in the services. Refreshments were provided 
the Post. Tributes were prepared for the "Unknown" and "Sailor-Soldier 
Dead." The Corps attended Sabbath memorial sorvicos. 

George H. Ward Corps No. 11 of Worcester reports 1,151 graves deco- 
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rated, 240 childrea taking part in the services. The Corps furnished dinner 
for 400, comrades, Sons of Veterans, Daughters of Veterans, and food was 
sent veterans' families and widows. 1,350 wreaths and 440 bouquets were 
provided. The graves of Corps members were decorated May 28. 

Ward Corps No. 12 of Dan vers reports 244 graves decorated, 70 chil- 
dren assisting in exercises. An urn filled with flowers was placed in the 
soldiers' lot for the "Unknown Dead." A collation was served after the 
services. 70 members attended Sabbath memorial services. 

D. W. Robinson Corps No. 13 of Norwell reports 80 graves decorated, 
56 children taking part. Dinner was served to the Post and invited guests. 
Services were held for the "Unknown Dead." Special pieces were prepared 
for the army and for the "Sailor-Soldier Dead." A flnejaddress was deliv- 
ered by Mr. Geo. W. Penniman of Brockton. Graves of deceased members 
were decorated. 

E. K. Wilcox Corps No. 14 of Springfield reports 559 graves decorated. 
The Corps furnished wreaths for the Sons of Veterans and Sons of Revo- 
lution. They also made a wreath for the "Unknown Dead." About 600 
wreaths were made. Refreshments were provided the Post. 

Col. Prescott Corps No. 15 of Ashland reports 300 children taking part 
and 67 graves decorated. A memorial was prepared for the "Unknown 
Dead," and a dinner was provided for the Post. A fine concert was given 
Sunday evening, the school children taking part. The patriotic exercises 
Friday in the schools were very interesting. Addresses were made by 
Post and Corps members.

Gen. Sedgwick Corps No. 17 of Orange reports 204 graves decorated, 
177 children taking part. Refreshments were provided the Post. A trib- 
ute was prepared for "Unknown Dead," and Corps attended Sabbath me- 
morial services. 

W. L. Baker Corps No. 18 of Northampton reports 310 graves deco- 
rated. 312 laurel wreaths and 339 bouquets were made by Corps. Refresh- 
ments were provided for Post, Sons of Veterans, and Co. I, 2d Regt., M.V.M., 
who did escort duty, also for the Northampton band. A chorus of 50 boys 
and girls from the high school sang at the memorial services. 

E. P. Wallace Corps No. 19 of Amesbury reports 250 graves decorated, 
100 children taking part in the services. Refreshments were provided the 
Post. Tributes were prepared for the "Unknown" and "Sailor-Soldier 
Dead." 
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Dahlgren Corps No. 20 of South Boston reports 675 graves decorated. 
Sunday morning, May 29, the Corps had a service for the " Unknown Dead 
in St. John's Church by invitation of Post 2, assisted by 25 children. Re- 
freshments were served to 200 children who took part in the service to the 
"Sailor-Soldier Dead." 

Willard C. Kinsley Corps No. 21 of Somerville reports 250 graves dec- 
orated, 75 children taking part. Tributes were prepared for the "Un- 
known " and " Sailor-Soldier Dead." The Corps attended services at Winter 
Hill Universalist Church in the morning and at the Congregational Church 
in the evening. Several children took part in the exercises. 

Lyon Corps No. 22 of Westfield reports 243 graves decorated, 32 chil- 
dren taking part. Potted plants were used for veterans' graves this year 
instead of wreaths, as formerly. Pupils from Westfield High School deco- 
rated the soldiers' moniunent. Members of the Corps made an anchor of 
evergreen for the navy, a large floral badge for Grand Army, an urn for 
"Unknown Dead," and a wreath for Army Nurses. Refreshments were 
served to the veterans. Sons of Veterans, and musicians on their return 
from the cemetery. 

. John Goodwin, Jr., Corps 23 of Marblehead reports 416 graves decorated, 
95 children taking part in exercises. Refreshments were provided for Post 
and invited guests. A memorial was prepared for the "Unknown Dead," 
and flowers were strewn on the waters for the "Sailor-Soldier Dead." The 
graves of deceased Corps members were also decorated. 

Col. C. R. Mudge Corps No. 24 of Merrimack reports 86 ^aves deco- 
rated, 15 children assisting in services. A large bouquet of white carnations 
tied with white ribbon was prepared in mismory of Major McKinley. A 
beautiful float was placed on the Merrimack in memory of "Sailor-Soldier 
Dead." 29 wreaths of evergreen tied with white ribbon with the letters 
W.R.C. were placed on the graves of our deceased members. 

F. P. H. Rogers Corps No. 25 of Waltham reports 276 graves decor- 
ated. Memorials were prepared for the "Unknown" and "Sailor-Soldier 
Dead." A lunch was served to the veterans and all those who acted as 
escort, in all about 300. A tribute was prepared for the Army Nurses. 

A. W. Bartlett Corps No. 26 of Newburyport reports 544 graves deco- 
rated, 25 children assisting in exercises. Refreshments were provided the 
Post. The service for the " Sailor-Soldier Dead " was held on the bridge. 
Tlie officers of the Corps were assisted by the pastor of the Bellville Church 
and about 12 children.

The same generous giving of money that has characterized the Order 
in the past has been continued this year. The total amount expended for 
relief in moifey or its equivalent, and money turned over to Posts, amounts 
to the sum of $20,169.30. In addition to this amount the Corps contributed 
for the National Convention Fund the sum of $5,064.49; and there remains 
in the General and Relief Funds of the Corps in the Department the mag- 
nificent sum of $30,206.80. 

On April 30 it was. my delightful privilege to journey with the Depart- 
ment President, Mrs. Warne, to West Brookfield, to assist in the instituting 
of Alanson Hamilton Relief Corps 168. It was an occasion long to be re- 
membered. Past Department President Mrs. Robinson met us at Worces- 
ter; and, with Corps members from Warren and North Brookfield, a suc- 
cessful work was acconi};lished. Our Instituting Officer, Miss Shute, not 
being able to get away from her island home in season to go with us, the 
instituting of the Corps was conducted by Department President Mrs. 
Warne, and the officers were installed by her at a public installation. Hunt- 
ington F. Wolcott Corps 147, instituted Dec. 1, 1903, while not during the 
present administration, must aj)pear in the summary so, as my i)redoces- 
sor's report ends witJi Aug. 31, 1903, when mine commences. 



EXEMPLIFICATIONS. 



Several Corps having expressed their desire to exemi)lify, the arrange- 
ments for the exemplifications were made early in March; and sixteen Corps 
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were selected to perform the work. Mindful of my predecessor's sugges- 
tion, "that more exemplifications should be held," I made an effort in this 
direction, but was not able in the time I had at my command to have but 
sixteen. On the fifth day of May, in company with the Depai'tment 
President, the tour of exemplifications commenced. 

The assignment of places and dates was as follows : —

May 20. Corps 175, Hyannis. June 10. Corps 42, Ipswich. 

Fourteen Corps were not represented at any of the exemplifications, 
probably most of them because of distance, aild yet to divide the districts 
up would in many cases make the attendance very small; yet I am not sure 
but what it would be desirable. The largest attendance was at Ipswich, 
238 being present. The total number at all the gatherings was 2,466. 

jVIany of the Department officers were present at one or more of the 
meetings. At Winchendon there were present seventeen members of the 
Order from New Hampshire, and at Taunton ten from Rhode Island. The 
work at most of the exemplifications was exceedingly good, and to officers 
and members ray grateful a])preciation and thanks are given for their will- 
ingness to perform the work; and the praise given them from members 
present was justly theirs. Feeling that the Corps exemplifying should 
be fresh for the work assigned them, no request was made that lunch or 
tea and coffee should be provided; but in many places it was done. And 
my thanks are extended to those who so generously provided for the Depart- 
ment officers and members of the Ordor. I think the preparation of a lunch 
is n)oro than a Corps exemplifying sliould attempt, and I would offer as a 
suggestion to an}- Corps doing the work tlu* yA'du adopted by one of the 
Corps this year. The ladies' society of one of the churches in the town 
furnished the lunch, and all Corps assigned to that place were notified that 
it could be had for 25 cents; and a delightful affair it was, and the members 
of the Corps were ready for work in the afternoon. 

On m}' way to and from the exemplifications it was my privilege to 
drop in on a few of the Cor])s. At Brockton I arrived at a busy sewing 
meeting, and stayed to tea with them. 

At Warehani and Westminster I attended the regular meetings, and 
found th(^ work })cing well done. I trust the exemplifications will be con- 
tinued, and hope that more of our floor members as well as officers will 
make an effort to be present; for we need such gatherings to gain inspi- 
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ration and knowledge of the proper way to do the ritualistic work. Only 
about one in seven of our membership attended this year. 

REPORTS. 

When will the Presidents of Corps ever learn the necessity of giving 
prompt attention to reports, and not go visiting until all are returned to 
the proper officials? 

I was obliged to send my report to the National Inspector, June 30, 
with three Corps left out; and only by vigorous work on my part was I able 
to send 170. There is no possible excuse for such a careless disregard of 
this matter. 

NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

The fact that the National Convention of the Woman's Relief Corps 
was to meet in Boston this year has made it a busy one for the members 
of the Order. All Corps that have been able to do so have willingly and 
generously responded to the call of the National Committee to meet the 
financial necessities of the work. The amount of money raised was suffi- 
cient to meet all expenses; and only words of praise were heard for all that 
was done for the comfort, convenience, and pleasure of our guests. Corps 
39, living under the shadow of Bunker Hill, came in for a full share of 
entertaining the many who came its way. As Chairman of the Entertain- 
ment Conmiittee to act with Post 11 Committee, I found myself a busy 
woman that week. Open house was kept the entire week of the Conven- 
tion, and all enjoyed being able to give to the comrades and their friends 
a joyous time. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The return of the Assistant Inspectors' reports shows that attention 
has been given to the details of the ritualistic work and the questions an- 
swered conscientiously. In my correspondence with Assistant Inspectors 
I requested them to have answers to the question, '^Is the number of Rit- 
uals complete?" given in figures, not j^es or no. Wlien Corps have less 
than fifteen, I have noted that the number of Rituals is not complete. I 
am at a loss to^know how the work of a Corps can be good if each officer 
does not have a ritual, and study the part appertaining at least to her own 
especial duties. I desire to extend my thanks to all Assistant Inspectors 
for their promptness in attending to the duties assigned them, and am 
greatly indebted to those who have performed extra work at short notice. 
In many instances the Inspecting Officer has found it necessary to instruct 
as well as inspect, and I feel sure that in most cases the instructions have 
been kindly received. I am of the same opinion as some of my predeces- 
• sors in this office, that it is sometimes wise to send, especially to the small 
Corps, some one from a distance who is thoroughly posted, and can give 
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them the benefit of a wider experience in the work than perhaps their next- 
door neighbor can; and I have in quite a few cases deemed it best to so do. 

In the past a small blank, called Form A, has been used to faciUtate 
the work of inspection; and I find it the one thing most needed, that ques- 
tions requiring time to answer may be ready for the Inspecting Officer. 
An excellent recommendation was made by the Department Inspector of 
1901, adopted by the Convention, but never carried into effect. I, there- 
fore, repeat almost word for word her plan, and make 

Recommendation No. 1. " That National Convention be petitioned to 
authorize a new blank printed, to be known as Form X, a copy of which is 
herewith submitted, containing all questions necessary to be asked at time 
of inspection, with instructions how to obtain averages printed on the back 
of blank. Two copies of this blank shall be sent by Inspecting Officer to 
the President of the Corps she is to inspect, at least twenty days before 
such inspection. Corps Secretary and Treasurer shall answer questions 
on these blanks relating to statistics, and Corps Presidents all other ques- 
tions, one copy of which must be handed to Inspector at time of inspection, 
the other filed by Corps Secretary for reference." 

Recommendation N'o, 2. ''That, until this Form X is issued by the Na- 
tional Treasurer, the Department Treasurer order a supply printed for use 
in this Department."

It has been my privilege to inspect many of the Corps, and my visit 
to our two island Corps was a delight. We who live in close touch to other 
Corps should see the interest manifested and desire to perform the work 
well that pervades those Corps, many of the members never having had the 
opportunity to see the work performed by any other Corps.

Madam: According to the Rules and Regulations of our Order, I have 
the honor to submit to you my report as Department Counselor for the 
year ending Feb. 13, 1905. 

My duties as Department Counselor have not been arduous. I have 
been ready to assist our Department President at all times; and, if in any 
way I have been of service to her, I am well satisfied. In every way our 
Department President has rendered wise and just decisions, and has proved 
herself fully capable of performing all the duties required of her. 

While I have been permitted to accept several invitations during the 
year, many regrets have necessarily been sent on account of the great dis- 
tance from my home. 

It was a great pleasure to me to be able to attend the reception tendered 
our Department President by her own Corps; also to attend the anniver- 
sary of Corps 147 of Milton, where I was a special guest. I have visited 
Corps as far as I have been able to do, and have received most cordial wel- 
come from all. 

I have, attended all but one of the Council meetings, have inspected 
three Corps, and installed the officers of Corps 38, 129, 147, and 149. 

As Chairman of the Conference Committee for the National Conven- 
tion, I attended several meetings, also met with the Executive Committee 
whenever possible. 

I \\ish to express my appreciation to Corps 147 of Milton for the re- 
ception tendered me, and for the beautiful gifts presented, which was too 
late to be acknowledged in my report of last year; also to Corps 38 of 
Holyoke for gift received, and to all other Corj)s who have remembered me 
in so many kind ways. 

To our Department President I wish to extend my thanks for appoint- 
ing me as a member of her official family during the year just closing. My 
associations with her have always been the most pleasant and harmonious.

A member eight years in arrears refuses to send writ- 
ten application for a discharge card, also refuses to pay her dues or return 
badge. What action should be taken? 

Opinion. See Rules and Regulations, Chap. V., Article IV., Section 2. 

Question 3. Has a member the right to make a motion that the 
Corps close without form? 
Opinion. No. 

Question 4. Has a Corps President the right to vote at the election 
of officers? 

Opinion. Yes. 

Question 5. A member dropped for non-payment of dues, after six 

years she wishes to join a Corps in another town. What will she have to do? 

Opinion. See Rules and Regulations, Chap. II., Article IV., Section 5. 

Question 6. Has the President of a Corps the right to give the pass- 
word to members who are six months in arrears? 

Opinion. A member six months in arrears should be suspended, ac- 
cording to our Rules and Regulations; and certainly a suspended member 
has no right to the pass-word. 

Question 7. Can the money on hand, when the Corps books are 
audited, be transferred, or rather placed in the Relief Fund (or a portion 
of it), without the vote of the Corps, provided such action is taken with 
the approval of the President? 

Opinion. No. 

Question 8. Is it obligatory to call a Past President by her title 
when she is the maker of a motion, or spoken to at any time during the 
meeting? 

Opinion. See Chap. V., Article XIII. 

Question 9. Can a candidate be proposed. Investigating Committee 
appointed, balloted for, and initiated the same meeting? 
Opinion. No. 

Question 10. Can a transfer card be presented, reported upon, bal- 
loted for, and transferred the same evening? 

Opinion. No, it must take the same course as a new application. 

Question 11. Can time allowed on an application be extended? 
Opinion. By dispensation from Department President. See Rules 
and Regulations, Chap. II., Article II., Section 7. 

Question 12. Must all members be notified of the election of officers? 
Opinion. No. 

Question 13. Who should read the Treasurer's Quarterly Report? 
Opinion. Chairman of the Auditing Committee. 
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Question 14. Does not the President read the Quarterly Report of 
" Relief" the same as is sent to the Post? 
Opinion. Yes. 

Question 15. Is it required that the Secretary shall read requests 
for transfer and discharge cards at inspection? 

Opinion. Yes, in order to exemplify the work. 

Question 16. In calling the roll of officers, when should the Press 
Correspondent and Patriotic Instructor's names be read? 
Opinion. Consult Ritual of 1904. 

Question 17. If a member pays her dues, returns her badge, and asks 
for an honorable discharge, must it lay over until the next meeting before 
the President can grant it, or is any action necessary by the Corps? 

Opinion. See Rules and Regulations, Chap. II., Article IV., Section 5. 

Question 18. Should all reports be acted upon as read or not, until 
all are read, and they are in the hands of the President? 
Opinion. Acted upon as read. 

Question 19. If a member is living in another Department, and holds 
a visiting card from her Corps, does it entitle her to receive the pass-word 
at the Corps where she is visiting? 

Opinion. No. 

Question 20. Can a candidate be balloted for and initiated at the 
same meeting? 

Opinion. There is no law against it. 

Question 21. Can a candidate be balloted for and initiated at a special 
meeting? 

Opinion. See Rules and Regulations, Chap. II., Article II., Section 7. 

Question 22. Is a dispensation necessary from the Department Presi- 
dent for the President of a Corps to give the pass-word to a visiting mem- 
ber, who has a letter from her own Corps President requesting the President 
of the Corps she is visiting to do so? 

Opinion. No. 

Question 23. Does the Senior Vice-President in the absej;ice of the 
President approve bills which must be paid at once? 
Opinion. She does. 

Question 24. Is it obligatory for Corps to observe memorial services 
for the marines? 

Opinion. It was the decision of the Nineteenth National Convention 
''that Corps adjacent to large streams or bodies of water strew floral trib- 
utes on the waters on ^Memorial Day, in memory of our sailor-soldier dead, 
providing that it does not seriously conflict with ceremonies of other pa- 
triotic organizations.'^ 

Question 25. Is it necessary for Executive Committee to have the 
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approval of Corps before making plans and engagements by which to raise 
money, provided they have the approval of the President? 

Opinion. See Rules and Regulations, Chap. II., Article VIII., Section 
12. 

Question 26. Shall the Press Correspondent deposit her ballot as 
the Secretary and Musician do, or shall she vote the same as the Treasurer? 
If the latter, what position shall she take in the Une of march? 

Opinion. See diagram of ballot in Ritual. 

Question 27. Can we assist from our ReUef Fund the needy daughter 
of a veteran? 

Opinion. See Chap. I., Article II., Section 2. 

Question 28. Has a member the right to discuss Corps matters with 
those not members of our Order? 

Opinion. See Rules and Regulations, Chap. V., Article VIII., Section 2. 

Question 29. Can money given to Patriotic Instructor for her work 
be used by her without being placed in the Corps treasury? 

Opinion. In order that the Corps may have the credit due them, all 
money must go through the hands of the Treasurer. 

Question 30. Should the Treasurer of the Executive Committee or 
the Chairman pay the bills? 

Opinion. If the Corps voted to give the Executive Committee full 
power, it would naturally be the duty of the Treasurer of that Committee 
to pay the bills after the approval of the Chairman. 

In closing this my report as Department Counsellor, I fully realize 
that I must now sever the relations which have been so pleasant to me 
during all the time which I have served as a Department officer. 

I have made many true friends, and shall keep them all in kindly re- 
membrance, and shall continue, wherever I am, to work for the best inter- 
est of our Order.

1, Fitchburg, Mary E. Gushing. National anniversaries are observed, 
^j| also Flag Day. Patriotic exercises are held in most of the schools. 

2, Cambridge, Cappilia M. Ladd. The superintendent of schools is 
willing to assist the Corps, and very enthusiastic over the oleograph 
that was presented him. The ftev. Father of a parochial school 
was equally pleased with one presented him. Past Junior Vice- 
Commander-in-Chief Shute addressed the school children, and pre- 
sented each child with a flag. The parents in the Corps have 
made frequent visits to the schools. 

3, East Boston, Maude Wilder. Interesting entertainments of a patri- 
otic nature have been given for the children, they taking prominent 
parts with flags. 

4,*^ Georgetown, Emily A. Wadleigh. Owing to illness, the preparations 
for Flag Day could not be observed. Patriotic work is carried 
out carefully and enthusiastically in the schools, and patriotism is 
being taught in its highest sense. 

5, Medford, M. Susan Goodale. One of the oldest, most historic cities 
of the Union, never lukewarm in the line of patriotism.

This smnmary, perhaps, needs some explanation. Corps are wilUng 
and anxious to do much more patriotic work in the schools than they do, 
but superintendents and school boards feel the school curriculum is too full 
as it is, and anything more would be more work for the teachers. Very 
little can be done by Corps in humane teaching or forming Bands of Mercy, 
as that is a part of the regular school work. Flag Day would be more gen- 
erally observed if the attention of the people was called to it, which Corps 
Instructors may do by writing an article on the importance of observing 
the day and having the same inserted in the local papers. In talking with 
superintendents and teachers, I find they do not encourage patriotic con- 
tests. They think the children are now crowded with the regular studies. 
Peace and Arbitration Day has not made the strong hold on the Corps 
that it should. We who have seen the terrible results of war should be first 
and foremost for peace and arbitration, and as Christian women should 
bring it prominently before the public, especially the youth of our State. , 

Schools have not been so generally visited by the Corps Instructors 
as they should be, for in the youth of our land lies our strongest hold. 
Even if we are not allowed to do anything, we show we are interested in 
the children and the work, and by inviting them to take part in our 
patriotic entertainments a seed may be sown that may bring fortb won- 
derful results. 

As will be seen by the tabulated report, some Corps have sent no i < - 
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ports, and many no letters telling what has been accomplished. There- 
fore, they could not be reported. 

From many Corps came the word: "We can do nothing this year along 
patriotic lines. All our energy is being used to make the National En- 
campment a success." In doing for that, they were embracing the oppor- 
tunity for the greatest lesson in patriotism we could give. What could be 
more inspiring to quicken every atom of patriotism that perhaps had lain 
dormant for years than the dear old veteran marching to the tune of martial 
music; the tattered flags that told their own story; the Living Flag, com- 
posed of children of all nationalities and creeds, an exemplification of the 
true meaning of the flag; the decorations; the citizens vying with each 
other in generous hospitality; the people flocking from all parts of 
the country to do honor to the men who so nobly fought to save the 
Union? 

The Living Flag can never be forgotten by those who saw it. The vet- 
erans could not praise it enough, and this Department owes a great debt 
of gratitude to that dear little woman, Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, to 
whom no imdertaking along that line seems too great. I take this op- 
portimity to thank her most sincerely for her kindness to me in advising, 
helping, and in many ways making my duties lighter. 

I regret that in June there were not enough copies of Form V to send 
two copies to each Corps. There were not enough for each Corps to have 
even one in the National or Department supplies. Word was sent to each 
Corps, asking that the one sent be filled out and sent to me, and a copy 
be made of it to file with the Corps. To those who had none the request 
was made to copy the questions from one on file, and send with the answers 
to me. I was very sorry to ask this extra work of the Corps, but to all 
who responded, — and there were many, — let me take this opportunity to 
thank you most sincerely. 

There were many calls for i)atriotic literature, but that supply had 
run out also, so that is my reason for not responding to the many calls. 
The supply is on hand now, however, and my successor will no doubt 
have enough to send all needed. 

The Corps evidently do not understand the decision of the last Con- 
vention; namely, the Corps Patriotic Instructors shall meet the Department 
Patriotic Instructor at the several County Association meetings held all 
over the State. It would be a great help to the work if Corps Presidents 
would attend to this. 

I regret exceedingly my inability to attend all the county conventions, 
but an invalid daughter required my attention, so that my time from home 
was very limited. The same reason prevented my attending the many 
social functions to which I was invited. I thank all who invited me, and 
those I attended are very pleasant memories and have helped brighten 
many sad hours. The associate membership in the many County Associa- 
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tions make stronger the bond of fellowship, and I am very proud of my 
many badges. 

To you members of the Woman-'s Relief Corps belong all the glory and 
honor of this great patriotic work of 1904, and I, your recorder, am justly 
proud to record what you have done. I feel it should be written "In let- 
ters of gold on the walls of the city," but it is recorded in the hearts of men, 
and that is better still. 

Can any one who was present ever forget the beautiful and inspiring 
words of Mrs. Mary E. Knowles, when she presented the flag for the Girls' 
High School of Boston at our last Department Convention, or the 
feeling words of Mr. Tetlow as he, in* behalf of the school, accepted the 
same? 

It was my great privilege to visit the Horace Mann School for the Deaf, 
and in behalf of the Department present to the school a chart of the Dec- 
laration of Independence and an oleograph of the Origin of the Stars and 
Stripes, and never shall I forget the interest in those earnest faces as they 
watched my lips, telling them why the Woman's Relief Corps presented 
such gifts, or the enthusiasm they expressed. Never could anything be 
more gratefully or graciously received than they were by the beautiful 
saintly principal. Miss Sarah Fuller, whose life-work is teaching these chil- 
dren to become useful citizens. An earnest invitation was extended to all 
members of the Woman's Relief Corps to visit the school. One would feel 
amply repaid for so doing, and your love for the dear old Commonwealth 
would strengthen as you realized what she is doing for her afflicted children. 
I felt that I had received a benediction. 

With the mantle of patriotism thrown over me for the year 1904, I 
have looked at everything — yes, and everybody — through patriotic spec- 
tacles, and I am more and more convinced our great work is patriotic teach- 
ing. We must study the ever-changing conditions, and meet them. We 
are appalled as we read of the stream of immigrants constantly discharging 
from the great steamers from every port and every clime, and we see the 
need of great work there, but to me is equally appalling the needed work 
among those born under the stars and stripes, as were their fathers and 
grandfathers, who have no respect for the rights and property of others, 
and self the one goal they are striving for. 

As my year closes, I want to thank the Department officers for their 
kindness to me, especially our dear Treasurer, Mrs. Fuller, and Secretary, 
Miss Elliot. The year has been a very pleasant one, full of pleasant memo- 
ries. 

As I drop the mantle, my dear Department President, and thank you 
for the very great honor conferred upon me one year ago, I am sorry not 
to have carried out the work that had been planned to its fullest extent. 
You have been so kind, considerate, and sympathetic that I feel it one of 
my rich blessings to have been so closely associated with such a true, womanly 
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woman, this year will be ever remembered with thankfulness. For you I 
wish everything that is lovely, a life full of great blessings. 

I pledge anew my allegiance to the flag and the Order to which we be- 
long.

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Report of Department Press Correspondent

Madam: Having completed the term of service as Department Press 
Correspondent for which I was appointed, I herewith submit the following 
report of work accomphshed. 

Entering upon my duties with full realization of their importance, and 
of the possible results to be attained by concerted action on the part of local 
and Department correspondents, I hoped to come into personal touch with 
all Woman's Relief Corps press workers throughout the State. In common 
with most high ideals, mine have fallen short of complete fulfilment, yet I 
believe some progress has been made, and that in most places the public 
are made fully cognizant, through the press, of the good work done by the 
Woman's Rehef Corps; for, at some time during the year, one hundred and 
six local correspondents have written me of their work, many enclosing clip- 
pings, as required by Rules and Regulations. 

Some delay was caused in getting down to work because of my address 
being wrongly given in General Order No. 1. A large amount of mail was 
thus delayed until too late to be of use as news. Because of this, the fol- 
lowing circular letter was issued : —

To Corps Presidents and Corps Press Correspondents: 

Having been appointed Department Press Correspondent, I am sincerely 
appreciative of the honor conferred upon me, and, realizing the responsibility of 
the office, pledge my best efforts for a faithful performance of duty. In order 
that success shall result, it is necessary to have the co-operation of every Corps 
Press Correspondent in the Department, that the work of the Woman's Relief 
Corps may be kept constantly before the public, through the medium of the press. 

It is not enough that items of interest are published in local papers, but the 
wider publicity of the metropolitan press should be sought. Therefore, Corps 
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Press Correspondents are urged to send accounts of Corps happenings to the De- 
partment Press Correspondent, at 657 Washington Street, Boston, mailing not 
later than Wednesday night. Do not wait for clippings, but v)rite your news. 
Send cUppings later, that the Department Press Correspondent may know what 
is being done. If the interesting event is to occur on Wednesday evening, send 
the story in advance. Please remember that no items a week old will be received 
by the Boston papers, also that it is not always possible to secure the insertion of 
all items sent; but the Department Secretary and Press Correspondent will do all 
they can to attain that result. 

Responses from Corps Correspondents thus far have been very gratifying, and 
I wish to thank them, one and all, and urge that they do not falter in the good 
work. The pen is indeed mightier than the sword, and by their good deeds the 
Woman's Relief Corps should be known. 

Monthly letters from the Department will appear in the W.R.C. Messenger, 
published at Troy, Ohio. There are departments devoted to W.R.C. news in the 
Boston Sunday Globe and Herald and the Boston Courier (weekly). The Boston 
Globe, Herald, Transcript, and other papers take W.R.C. items from day to day, 
and the Suburban, a Boston weekly, is issuing a series of sketches, with portraits, 
of prominent members of the Order.

Much uncertainty has been expressed as to whom items for the Boston 
press should be sent, as blanks for the purpose were sent out by the De- 
partment Secretary, who had for some years previous had charge of such 
matter. While this is not in accordance with the duties of either office as 
ordinarily understood, it has become a time-honored custom in this De- 
partment, and my opinion, which I have often given in response to inquiries 
received, is that it would facilitate the work if all items for Boston papers 
were sent directly to Miss Elliot, and local correspondents instructed to re- 
port monthly to Department corresponded it, and forward clippings showing 
work accomplished, that the latter may be able to give them full credit for 
their efforts. The present arrangement is far from satisfactory to any one 
concerned. 

Many complaii\ts have been made })ecause all items sent in do not ap- 
pear in the Boston papers. This is a matter over which no one in the Order 
has any control. All mail properly addressed to the Department press 
correspondent has been opened at Headquarters on Thursdays, and given 
to the press. Miss Elliot faithfully forwards all items received which are 
not too old to be of interest. The amount of space allowed by Sunday 
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papers is, however, wholly disproportionate to the magnitude and inipor- 
"tance of the Department of Massachusetts, and editors in cutting out items 
do not respect especial persons or events. 

All personal letters from correspondents I have tried to answer, though 
during the busy days preceding the Encampment it was sometimes necessary 
to delay doing so. I have been much gratified by the earnestness and zeal 
of many Corps correspondents, and, if space permitted, I would gladly 
mention many of them by name, but to all I extend sincere thanks for their 
assistance and kind words, and I trust that many enduring friendships have 
been formed. 

From data obtained, I beheve that most Corps in the larger towns 
regularly receive courtesies from their local press, and I trust they will 
acknowledge the same occasionally by vote of the Corps, conveyed through 
the medium of the Secretary. Editors, like other people, are glad to have 
their good deeds appreciated. 

During the year it has been my privilege to do some personal work for 
the press in the interest of the Woman's Rehef Corps. From time to time 
the Boston Transcript has published items of general interest, and for sev- 
eral weeks previous to and during the Encampment devoted much space 
to our work, including^ besides news, several special articles. 

A series of sketches of prominent W.R.C. workers within the Boston 
suburban territory was prepared for the Stiburharij also a sketch of the na- 
tional officers, and a brief history of the Order. Tlie New England Magazine 
for August had, as the leading article, sixteen pages of illustrated matter. 
giving the history of the Woman's Relief Corps. 

Monthly letters were sent the W.R.C. Messenger until November. 
The September number of that magazine was issued in November. Since 
that time all efforts to ascertain if it is still published have been of no avail. 
(Since writing the above, the November number has ajjpeared, published 
in February, and containing part of a letter sent from this department in 
October.) 

Items of general interest and general orders have been sent to the Na- 
tional Tribune, Sindtho Grand Army Journal of New York. Having been 
invited by the latter publication to conduct a District No. 1 W.R.C. De- 
partment in its columns, I have been able to give Massa(?husetts consider- 
able prominence. 

During the year I have been the recipient of many invitations, and I 
sincerely thank all Corps who have thus honored me, and regret that the 
demands of business have obliged me to decline many c)f them. The occa- 
sions in which I have participated will always remain with me as pleasant 
memories. 

Especially am I indebted to Mrs. Fuller and Miss VAYioi for information 
and assistance, and the wecikly visits to Hoadrjuarters have been much en- 
joyed. 
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Words fail when I attempt to express to Mrs. Warne, my dear Depart — 
ment President and friend, my appreciation of the honor conferred upoxi 
me by appointment to this office. It has been a privilege to be included 
even as the least of her official family, and to share in the reflected lustre 
which her grand administration has shed upon us all. It has been my 
earnest endeavor to serve her, and the Department she represents, faithfully 
and loyally. 

From all officers of the Department I have received only kindness and 
courtesy, and the friendships made will not soon be severed or forgotten. 

Experience prompts me to make the following 

Becommendation: That a letter file be furnished the Department 
Press Correspondent, that correspondence may be preserved in a manner 
convenient for reference. 

In closing, I wish to extend thanks to the following for valuable assist- 
ance in the dissemination of the "news" of our Order: Miss Elliot and Mr. 
Hartley of the Globe, Miss Perry of the Herald, Mrs. Estes of the Post, Mrs. 
Magennis of the Traveller, Miss Dickenson of the American, and Mr. Tisdale 
of the Courier. Also for press courtesies to Mr. Jay B. Benton, city editor, 
and Mr. Rupert Chute, military editor, of the Transcript, Miss Grace B. 
Faxon, editor of the Suburban, Miss Agnes Golden of the New England Maga- 
zine, the editor of the National Tribune, and Miss Helen I. Parker, editor of 
the Grand Army Journal of New York. Especially, thanks are due Mrs. 
Maria W. Going, Secretary of the W.R.C. National Encampment Executive 
Committee, for her unfailing courtesy and helpfulness to all W.R.C. press 
workers during the busy days preceding the National Encampment.

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Report of Delegate-at-Large.

Madam: The Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Department of 
Massachusetts, W.R.C., having conferred upon me the honor of Delegate- 
at-Large, it becomes my duty to give a brief report of the proceedings of the 
Twenty-second National Convention, held in Boston August 17 and 18, 
1904. 

Months before that time the Department President and the commit- 
tees chosen from the members of the Woman's Relief Corps met for consul- 
tation in perfecting plans for the grand week, which proved such an un- 
qualified success, and was so thoroughly enjoyed by the visiting veterans 
and members of the Woman's Relief Corps from all over the United States. 

Headquarters were opened Monday morning, August 15, at the Hotel 
Vendome, where our esteemed Department President and other officers 
were promptly on hand to n^coive the many callers who came to pay their 
respects to the Massachusetts Department, the centre of hospitality for the 
week. The Floral Committee had made the room very attractive with 
flowers, and flags and bunting added to its cheerful appearance. The warm 
welcome extended to the visitors made them feel instantly they were among 
friends. 

The Department President appointed a Rcc(^ption Committee, whose 
duty it was to call at the headquarters of each of the visiting Departments, 
two or three ladies going together to boar the greetings and welcome of Massa- 
chusetts. 

There was a Special Committee of two, consisting of Mrs. Lizabeth 
A. Turner and Mrs. Sarah K. Fuller, to carry the greetings to the ex- 
Prisoners of W^ar Association. 

The naval parade took place ^londay morning; and a beautiful sight 
it was to see the white uniformed boys marching down the streets, also the 
Sons of Veterans in their neat, dark uniforms, and the Legion of the Spanish 
War Veterans. 

Nearly a score of the vc^tcrans who fought in the war \\ith Mexico 
fifty-six years ago added to the interest of the occasion, and there was a 
long line of Kearsarge veterans escorting the National Association of Naval 
Veterans. 
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The men who had languished in Southern prisons, but who had lived 
to be present on this inspiring occasion, proved a touching sight to all who 
were fortunate enough to witness the parade. 

Monday afternoon delegates badges were distributed at National Head- 
quarters, Hotel Vendome. 

A brilliant reception was given in the afternoon, from 3 to 5 p.m., in 
Herce Hall, Cople}'" Square, by John Adams Chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, to Gen. John C. Black, Commander-in-Chief of the 
G.A.R.; Mrs. Belinda S. ]5ailey, National Presidejit of the Ladies of the 
G.A.R. ; and Mrs. Sarah D. Winans, National President of the W.R.C. Miss 
Vlning is Regent of the Chapter, and Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, Chair- 
man of the Reception Committee, was aided in arranging for the reception 
by an able corps of assistants. It was largel}' attended and much enjoyed. 
Members of different Chapters of the D.A.R. kept open house, and extended 
generous hospitality throughout the week to the many \isitors to our city 
at the D.A.R. Headquarters, Pierce Building. 

The evening was given to receptions. The National Woman's Relief 
Corps tendered a reception to Commander-in-Chief John C. Black and 
j\Irs. Black, which was very largely attended. Our Department President, 
Mrs. Annie M. Warne, was honored by being invited to be in the ^ecei^^ng 
hne. 

The Massachusetts Department, Woman's Relief Corps, gave a recep- 
tion to visiting friends in Parlor Q at Hotel Vendome from eight to nine 
o'clock. Mrs. Annie M. Warne, Department President, and the following 
were in the receiving line: Miss Clara Barton; Mrs. Harriett A. Ralph, 
Senior Vice-President; ]\rrs. Alice M. Goddard, Junior Vice-President; 
James H. Wolff, Senior Vice-Department Commander of Massachusetts, 
G.A.R. ; Dwight O. Judd, Past Department Commander; ^Irs. Mary L. 
Gilman, Chairman of the W.R.C. National Convention Executive Commit- 
tee; Miss Mary E. Elliot, Department Secretary; Mrs. Elizabeth P. Sawyer, 
Department Chaplain; Mrs. Clara H. B. Evans, Department Counselor; 
Miss Sarah L. jMecuen, Department Inspector; ^Irs. Mary E. Holbrooke, 
Department Patriotic Instructor; Mrs. Mary A. ]^eal, ]\Irs. S. Jennie Tirrell, 
^Irs. Kate J. (Jifford, and Mrs. Sarah B. Noyes, members of the Executive 
Board, and ]\Ir.s. C. Elizabeth Berry, Department Press Correspondent. 

Among the guests present wore (Jovornor and Mrs. Bates, Lieutenant- 
Governor and Mrs. (Juild, (JcMicral and Mrs. Black, General and Mrs. 
Blackmar, and Mr. John E. Gilman, General Howard, and many distin- 
guished guests. 

Tuesday morning dawned bright and beautiful for the grand parade 
of the veterans, and grand indeed it was, an inspiring and never-to-be- 
forgotten sight to all who were fortunate enough to witness it. 

The old soldiers felt the pride and dignity of the occasion with all 
their souls, and marched with head erect and a vigor wonderful in men of 
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their years. Vast crowds thronged every thoroughfare through which the 
procession passed, and cheers and waving of flags for the brave boys in blue 
were heard and seen from every grand stand and point of vantage, and 
even a shower, while the Massachusetts men were passing near the close 
of the parade, could not wholly arrest the enthusiasm. 

One of the most interesting features connected with the events of the 
day was the Living Flag, composed of 2,200 children on a grand stand on 
Tremont Street Mall, opposite Temple Place. The children sang national 
airs throughout the hours of the parade, to the great enjoyment of the vet- 
erans. To Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth is due all praise for this very suc- 
cessful feature of G.A.R. day. She first proposed that the W.R.C. should 
undertake it, and, assisted by some of the members, she carried it through. 

Tuesday afternoon a meeting of the Past Department Presidents of 
Massachusetts, delegates, and officers, was held at Hotel Vendome at 
5.30, Mrs. Annie M. Warne, Department President, presided. Business 
relative to opening the Convention at Tremont Temple at 9 a.m. Wednesday 
morning was transacted, and it was unanimously voted to support IVIrs. 
Fanny E. Minot of Concord, N.H., for National President. 

White satin delegate badges, bearing a fine portrait of Department 
Commander Lucius Field, were distributed. 

A large number of guests called at Department and Executive Com- 
mittee Headquarters during the early evening. The Massachusetts mem- 
bers called at New Hampshire, Rhode Island, and Ohio Headquarters, 
and attended the reception of the Daughters of Veterans. 

Wednesday morning, Aug. 17, the Twenty-second National Convention 
opened at Tremont Temple. Mrs. Sarah I). Winans of Troy, Ohio, National 
President of the Woman's Relief Corps, called to order at 9.40 o'clock. 
The hall was beautifully decorattul with flags and bunting, and the yellow 
banners given by the W.R.C. Dei)artment of California were gracefully 
strung above the platform. A very large number of delegates and members 
of the Woman's ReUef Corps were present, completely filling the hall. 

The singing of the Doxology, prayer by the National Chaplain, Mrs. 
Mary Lyle Reynolds, the singing of the opening ode, followed by the Flag 
Salute, opened the work' of the Convention. 

Our Department President, Mrs. Annie M. Warne, then gave a hearty 
address of welcome to the delegates, saying that Massachusetts was the 
home of Bunker Hill and Plymouth Rock, and where the famous "Tea 
Party" took place. She then presented to the National President a beau- 
tiful basket of flowers and a souvenir spoon. Mrs. Winans fittingly re- 
sponded. Mrs. Jennie S. Wright, National Secretary, then called the roll 
of officers, and they were presented to the Convention and saluted by the 
delegates. The Past National Presidents were also presented to the Con- 
vention. 

Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner, Chairman of the Acconunodation Committee, 
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who had worked valiantly and untiringly, spoke for that Committee, saying 
it had done its best, and had provided 11,000 rooms. She was given a 
hearty vote of thanks. 

The President announced the various committees, also Color Bearers, 
platform aides, and assistant guards. 

A basket of yellow poppies was presented to National President Mrs. 
Winans from the California Department. A magnificent bouquet of 
American Beauty roses was given to Miss Maxon from Ohio delegates. 

Fitchburg Corps No. 1 presented, through Mrs. -\nnie Shattuck, to 
the National President a spoon in honor of the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of 
the First Relief Corps in the United States. 

Mrs. Dorcas H. Lyman, Chairman of the Lunch Committee, cordially 
invited the national officers and delegates to a luncheon at Park Street 
Church. 

At 10.15 o'clock, with closed doors, the President delivered the annual 
address, in the course of which she presented to the Convention a beautiful 
American silk flag from Col. Allan C. Bake well, of New York, Chief of 
Patriotic Instruction G.A.R. A picture of the flag and the National 
President's grandson. Master J. Cory Winans, Jr., standing by it, adorned 
the yellow satin badges of the National Convention. 

After paying a tribute to Massachusetts and saying that patriotism 
has been the dominant work of the year, Mrs. Winans offered the recom- 
mendations, which will appear in the list of Decisions of Convention. 

The National President told of her travels and visits during her year 
of office, and her address was referred to the Committee. 

Other reports presented to the Convention were the Secretary's and 
Treasurer's. 

Mrs. Mary L. Gilnian, Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
National Encampment, on its behalf presented a magnificent vase to 
Mrs. Winans, and cordially invited the delegates to a campfire to be given 
by the women at Mechanics' Hall on Thursday evenhig. 

Miss Clara Barton and Mrs. John C. Black, wife of the Commander-in- 
Chief of the (Irand Army of the Republic, were then introduced to the Con- 
vention. Major Mink gave an address, and Mrs. lOtta A. Lockhart, Chair- 
man of the Floral Committee, presentcMl b(^autiful flowers and souvenir 
spoons to three of the national officx^rs, — to Mrs. Warne, Department Presi- 
dent of ]\IavSsacliusotts, who gracefully returned hor thanks and appreciation, 
Mrs. Fuller, Department Treasurt^r, Miss KHiot, Department Secretary, — 
to Mrs. Maria W. Going, who had so faithfully worked for many months, 
and a beautiful silver vase and flowers to Mrs. Mary L. Oilman, Chairman 
of the Executive Jioard, who had so gracefully presided at its meetings. 

An interesting feature of the proceedings of the Convention was the en- 
trance of the Boys' Band from the Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home of 
Indiana, escorted to the platform by Mrs. Phillips, National Treasurer, and 
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Mrs. Hitt, Past National President, and the Color Bearers, the delegates 
singing "Tramp, tramp, tramp, the boys are marching." Major Eldredge 
made a short address relating to the Home and Industrial School of six 
hundred boys. The boys played finely a selection of national airs, which 
was very inspiring and elicited much applause. Mrs. Phillips, on behalf of 
the Department of New York, presented small silk ffags to every boy. The 
Massachusetts Department sent them each a souvenir badge. 

The Committee on President's Address was announced. 

Mrs. Knowles extended a cordial invitation from the Plymouth Corps 
for the delegates to visit. Plymouth on Saturday, August 20. 

Mrs. Winans received a present from the Rhode Island Corps, presented 
by Mrs. Bodge, Past National President. 

Mrs. Turner, Mrs. Black, and Miss Clara Barton bore greetings to the 
( irand Army of the Republic. 

Mrs. Wame announced that the lunch hour had arrived, and asked for 
an adjournment. It was voted to have the election of officers at three 
o'clock. The Convention then adjourned to meet again at one. 

The delegates crossed the street to Park Street Church, where a delicious 
luncheon was served in the vestry, which had been daintily decorated with 
green and white bunting by the Decoration Committee. The lunch was 
served under the able direction of Mrs. Dorcas H. Lyman, Chairman of the 
Lunch Committee, assisted by Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, Secretary, Mrs. 
Abby L. Perry, Vice-Chairman, who was in charge of Symphony Hall, 
where luncheons were served both days of the Encampment to 1,200 vet- 
erans, and Mrs. Mary A. Landt, Second Vice-Chairman. Many willing hands 
from the different Corps assisted in waiting on the guests. Pretty blue and 
white souvenir plates, with a picture of Park Street Church upon them, 
were distributed to each delegate present.* 

The afternoon session was taken up by receiving a delegation bearing 
the greetings from the Grand Army, consisting of Comrades King of Mary- 
land, Wolff of Arkansas, and Past Commander Harris of Kansas, and by 
the election of a National President. 

There were five candidates placed in nomination. Mrs. Fanny E. Minot 
of New Hampshire, whose nomination was seconded by Mrs. Warne, De- 
partment President, on behalf of the entire Massachusetts delegation, as 
well as many others, having received the largest number of votes, was 
declared elected. She was called to the platform, presented by Mrs. 
Carrie E. Sparklin, and greeted and congratulated by the President, and in 
a few words thanked the Convention for the honor conferred upon her. 

Mrs. Lockhart, in behalf of the Floral Committee, ])resentcd flowers 
to Mrs. Turner, Mrs. Evans, and Mrs. Jones. 

Mrs. Wales invited the delegates to a fish dinner on Friday at 
Revere. 

Mrs. Going distributed handsomely bound souvenir guide books of 
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Boston to delegates, presented by the Executive Committee of the (jrand 
Army of the Republic. Also beautiful souvenir badges were given. 

Mrs. Goodale, in behalf of the National Aides, presented to Mrs. Winaas 
a diamond ring and a beautiful handkerchief. 

Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner, who had officially visited the Grand Army 
Encampment as one oi the Committee on Greetings, reported that the 
account of the relief given by 149,000 loyal women gave rise to three 
cheers and a tiger from the veterans of the Grand Army. 

It was voted to hold an evening, session, and the delegates in reduced 
numbers assembled again at 7.30 o'clock. 

Col. J. Cory Winans, husband of the retiring President, spoke at length 
on the common duties of the Woman's Relief Corps and the Grand Army. 

With the resumption of business two names were nominated for 
Senior Vice-President. Mrs. Mary Noyes Farr of South Dakota was 
elected. 

A telegram of sympathy was sent to Mrs. Kate B. Sherwood, Past Na- 
tional President, who was detained at her home in Ohio by an accident. 

Mrs. Ell Torrance, wife of Past Commander-in-Chief Torrance, was 
presented to the Convention. 

The r(^port of the Connnittee on the President's address was accepted, 
and the rocomincMidations acted on separately. 

Mrs. Robinson of Massachusetts moved an adjourmnent until nine 
o'clock the following morning. 

The Comoiition again gathered in Tremont Temple on Thursday 
morning. A fine organ recital by Miss Hattie L. Shute of Edgartown, 
Mass., preceded the session, which was much enjoyed. "America" was 
sung, and the session opened with prayer. 

The minutes of the previous^ afternoon and evening were read. 

Tii(M"e w'oiv four nominees for Junior Vice-President. Mrs. Lida A. 
Oldroyd of Potomac was elected. She was presented to the Convention, 
and fittingly responded. Mrs. Rail of Potomac then presented her with 
fiowers. 

The Auditing Committee; reported the work of the Treasurer well done. 
It was votcKl to acc(^pt the report of the Auditing Committee. 

The Color BeanM's escorted the ladies of the Ladies' Aid Association 
to the platform, representing five thousand loyal Daughters, one of whom 
briefly addrcvssed the Convention. 

A (lel('gation oi Army Xurses were also presentc^d. One of them spoke 
for the delegation. "Onward, Christian Soldiers," was sung as they re- 
tired. 

The National Treasurer, ]\lrs. Sarah E. Phillips, Syracuse, N.Y., was 
re-elected. She was presented by ^Irs. Jennie S. Wright in a cordial speech, 
and feelingly responded. 

Visitors from the Memorial University of Iowa were received, and two 
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members from Colorado and Nevada cordially invited the delegates to Den- 
ver next August. 

Gen. Henry B. Carrington, messenger from the Grand Army Encamp- 
ment, was escorted by Mrs. Warne, Department President, to the plat- 
form, announced the election by acclamation of Gen. Wilmon W. Blackmar 
for Commander-in-Chief of the Cirand Army of the Republic, which was 
greeted with hearty applause, and that the next Encampment would be 
held in Denver, Col. Mrs. Blackmar was escorted to the platform by Mrs. 
Groodale, and presented to the Convention. 

A rising vote of thanks was given to Miss Shute for her delightful play- 
ing of the organ. 

A delegation from the ladies of the G.A.R. was announced, and they 
were introduced. 

The Convention then adjourned for luncheon, which was again served 
at Park Street Church. 

The afternoon session was called to order at two o'clock. Judge Wright 
was introduced, and spoke briefly. 

A beautiful tea servi(.'e was presented to Mrs. Winans from the De- 
partment of Ohio, and a silver dish to ^Irs. Jennie S. Wright, National 
Secretary. 

Other officers elected were: National Chaplain, Miss Hannah W. Maxon, 
Gallipolis, Ohio; Chairman of the Executive Board, Mrs. Jennie S. Wright, 
Troy, Ohio, the remaining members of the Board being Mrs. Olive A. Killen, 
Denver, Col., Mrs. Mary T. Jones, San Diogo, Cal., Mrs. Alice M. Gilman, 
Oakland, Me., Dr. Orpha D. Bruce, Tampa, Fla. 

Gen. Ell Torrance was introduced to the delegates, and made a beau- 
tiful address, thanking the Woman's Relic^f Corps for relief to the Kansas 
sufferers. 

Gen. and Mrs. John C. Black were announced, and escorted to the 
platform. General Black gave a very poetical and fine address, and Mrs. 
Black, being called for, spoke most pleasantly of her being a native of 
Massachusetts, and being very j^roud that this State had placed laurel 
wreaths at her husband's feet. ^Mrs. Black, with a fine, strong, beautiful 
voice, led the singing which followed. 

Capt. Wallace Foster was introduced to the Convention, and spoke of 
the work of the Woman's Relief Corps. 

After the reading of several reports, followed by the installation of the 
officers, the Convention adjourned at 9.30 p.m. 

DECISIONS OF THE TWENTY-SECOND NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

1. That the Relief Corps continue to co-operate witli tlie Grand Army in 
patriotic teaching, as in all other lines of work, and so fulfil in letter and spirit 
our obligations as defined in the Rules and Re^rulations of our Order, and set forth 
in the Decisions of the Twentieth National Convention. 
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2. That humane teaching and peace and arbitration continue to be a part 
of patriotic teaching, in which the United States is so nobly leading among the 
nations of the earth. 

3. That the Burial Service prepared in memory of the Sailor-Soldier Dead be 
adopted and furnished with other supplies, and that in appreciation of the high 
compliment paid to this service by Past Commander-in-Chief Black, and in ac- 
cordance with his wishes as expressed at the National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, leaflets containing this service be printed for general dis- 
tribution to all Posts of the Grand Army, and be sent in bulk to the Headquarters 
of each Department of the Grand Army. 

4. That the national per capita tax be reduced from two and one-half to two 
cents per member. 

5. That in the future, the National President get out the Roster immediately 
upon her election, and that only the Roll of Convention be printed for use of Na- 
tional Convention. 

6. That the Woman's Relief Corps indorse the Memorial University at 
Mason City, la., and that the incoming President and her Council formulate 
a plan of volunteer work, whereby the Relief Corps may render practical aid in 
this noble enterprise. 

7. That no National Organizers be appointed in regular Departments; but 
that, in Departments hampered financially, aid be extended through the Na- 
tional Ord(T when needed to extend their work of organization, such aid to be 
rendered on order of the National President. 

S. riiat hereafter four copies of Department Election Returns, Form M, 
be sent l)y National Secretary to Department Presidents, which shall provide one 
copy each for National Treasurer, National Inspector, National Instituting and 
Instalhnc; Officer, and National Secretary, and that Rules and Regulations, Ser- 
vice Books, and Election Returns, Form M, be made to agree with this decision. 

0. That a fund bo establislied, to be known as the W.R.C. Emergency Fund, 
the balance in the Kansas Relief Fund, S241.5(), to be used as its nucleus, said 
fund to 1)0 maintained by the transfer of one-tenth of per capita tax each quarter, 
and to 1)0 used for the relief of veterans and families who may be the victims of 
disaster on land and sea. 

10. That the amount of Sol 1.93, returned from the Department of Texas.. 
as a balance from the; unexpended Texas Relief Fund, be transferred to the Emer- 
gency Fund. 

11. That cedar posts be set as markers on the Andersonville Prison grounds, 
to dosiixnate points of interest. This should be done now, while men are living 
who can locate those points. This is to be done? at a cost not to exceed $125. 

12. That the National Convention ap])r()priato a sum of money, not less than 
$1,000, annually, to e.stablish a fund for tlio ])or])otual care of the Andersonville 
Prison j^roperty. 

13. That her(;after SlOO be allowed the National President for her work, and 
all expenses of conipilinji the Journal of the National Convention. 

1-1. That hereafter S7o be allowed to the National Treasurer for clerk hire 
each vear. 

1 .5. That a diji;est or copy of the Department Patriotic Instructor's report 
to Department Convention be sent to the National Patriotic Instructor. 
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16. That the reports of Assistant National Inspectors shall cover the 
entire period of the Department administration; that Form R be changed by 
striking out "Organization" and inserting "Department Convention," and by 
adding "Were accounts balanced and books closed for the year?" this question 
to be lettered C. Change the present question C to D, and D to E. Insert the 
words "after Department Convention" in fourth line of note at top of first page, 
after "immediately." 

17. That Form S be made to conform to the changes proposed in Form R. 

18. That National Inspector forward Forms O.P, PP, RR, to Department 
Inspectors. 

19. That every Department, as far as possible, present a flag to a high school 
in the city where their annual convention is held, that the expense thereof be 
defrayed by Corps contributions from patriotic entertainments, sent to the De- 
partment Treasurer in sums of fifty cents or more, as needed, in the estimate of 
the Department Patriotic Instructor, or from the General Fund, if the Depart- 
ment President so directs. 

20. That, to aocomplish the best results, the flag be presented to the children 
assembled in the hall or on the campus, in the presence of the G.A.R. and 
W.R.C. ; when not practicable, at the campfire with teachers and scholars as- 
sembled, the arrangements for the flag presentation to be made after consulting 
with the Committee on Arrangements and the superintendent of the public schools 
in the entertaining city. 

21. That $50 in excess of last year's appropriations for such purpose be ap- 
propriated to purchase flags for schools in the South. 

22. That questions Nos. 1, 4, 9, 10, in Forms V, VV, VVV, be eliminated and 
the remaining twelve questions renumbered. 

23. That Corps Presidents rccjuest Corps Patriotic Instructors and Depart- 
ment Presidents request Department Patriotic Instructors to send written 
reports, or letters, of their work to the officers to whom they report — namely. 
Department and National Patriotic Instructor, respectively — semi-annually, in 
June and December. 

24. That the date for reports on Form V he June 1 , and dates on Forms ^^, 
WV, not later than July 1 . 

25. That we protest against the desecration of the flag for commercial pur- 
poses, and ask Congress to pass a hill similar to that prepared by the American 
Flag Association, which passed the United States Senate March 12, 1904, but 
was lost in the House of l^cpresentatives. 

26. That the remains of Past Commander-in-Chiof Paul ^'an Der ^"oort, 
now lying in a rented vault in Cuba, should find a resting-])hice on his native soil, 
and that the incoming National President take steps to have his body brought 
back to America for interment, and that the expense be borne by the National 
Treasury of the Woman's Relief Corps. 

27. That the decision of the Twelfth National Convention to create a Volun- 
teer Fund through a standing committee be rescinded, and that the legitimate 
expenses of the Woman's Relief Corps in affiliation with the National Council of 
Women be met from the General Fund. 

28. That the column "Balance last report," under headings "Receipts Gen- 
eral Fund" and "Receipts Rehef Fund" (Delinquent Corps), be eliminated from 
next edition of Department Treasurer's Tabulated Report blank, Form E. 
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29. That Form H be printed on lighter weight paper, and only half the length 
of those now in use. 

30. That the National Press Correspondent consolidate the reports of the 
Assistant National Press Correspondents with her own. 

31. That Departments report to the National Secretary the death of all 
Army Nurses, that their names may be enrolled on the pages of National Journals. 

32. That all necessary expenses incurred by the Committee on Compiling 
Decisions of National Conventions, in preparing and publishing the work, be 
rendered on itemized bills, and paid by the National Treasurer upon the approval 
of the National President. 

One of the impressive features of the week was the public reception 
given by the Massachusetts Army Nurse Association at the State House, 
Wednesday afternoon. The presence of eighty of these former nurses was 
in itself sufficient to give distinction to the occasion. The reception oc- 
curred in ]Memorial Hall, this being the first reception that has ever been 
held there. It was largely due to the efforts of Mrs. Micah Dyer and Mrs. 
Fannie T. Hazen that Governor Bates yielded his consent to the use of 
Memorial Hall for this pur])ose. Governor and Mrs. Bates were the first 
to greet the Army Nurses. They were followed by thousands, who were 
glad of the opportunity to greet these honored women. 

On Wednesday evening, August 17, occurred the magnificent carnival 
on the Charles Kiver at Waltham, witnessed by fully 100,000 people. It 
will be remembered as the most magnificent spectacle ever prepared for 
the entertainment of the Grand Army of the Republic, and as the most 
elaborate night scene ever illuminated in this country. In the flotilla were 
over four hundred canoes decorated with Japanese lanterns, and about fifty 
pretentiously lighted floats illustrative of historical events. 

A monster canipfire, given by the Woman's Relief Corps of Massachu- 
setts, was h(^ld at Mechanics' Hall on Thursday evening, August 18. The 
large hall was crowded in si)ite of the great attraction of the electrical parade 
going on outside. It is estimated that more than 15,000 veterans of the 
Grand Army, members of the Woman's Relief Corps, and their friends, were 
in attendance. 

Mrs. Mary L. Oilman, Past Department President of Massachusetts, 
presided with great ability. She welcomed the audience in a graceful 
speech. The speakers were his Excellency John L. Bates, Governor of 
Massachusetts, Judge Kmmoiis of Boston, (Jen. Wilmon W. Blackmar, 
newly elected Conmiander-in-Chief of the O.A.R., ^Irs. Annie M. Wame, 
Department President of ^lassachusetts, Lucius Field, Department Com- 
mander of Massachusetts, Adjutant-General John E. Oilman, and Gen. 
Henry B. Carrington. 

]\nss Clara Barton, Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner, Mrs. Sarah E. Fuller, and 
Mrs. Wilmon W. Blackmar were introduced to the audience. 

The music was furnished by the Eighth Regiment Band, under the

leadership of Harry E. Stiles; by Miss Adah Campbell Hussey, who sang 
magnificently "The Star-spangled Banner"; by Miss Ella Chamberlain, who 
gave several whistling solos, much to the dehght of the audience; and by 
the fine singers of the Schubert Male Quartette. 

An impressive and inspiring feature of the evening was the "Trooping 
of the Colors" by eighty veterans, under the direction of Col. J. Payson 
Bradley, Junior Vice-Department Commander of IVIassachusetts, which 
stiiTcd every heart to patriotism and love for their flag and country. 

A beautiful sight later in the evening was the "Salute to the Flag," 
given by one hundred Color Bearers of the Woman's Rehef Corps, under the 
able management of Mrs. Fannie M. Jones, Past Assistant National Inspector, 
and Mrs. Mary E. Knowles, Past Department President and Past National 
Chaplain. In double file formation, the command, carrying flags, advanced 
up the two centre aisles to the stage. There the white-gowned Color Bearers 
executed several evolutions most gracefully, and marched especially well. 

Mrs. Alice M. Goddard, Junior Vice-Department President, Chairman 
of the Entertainment Committee, deserves much praise for her untiring 
efforts in making the campfire such a great success as it proved to b(^ 

On Friday, August 19, at 10 a.m., about four hundred delegates and in- 
vited guests took the train for Revere Beach, where at Hotel Pleasanton an 
excellent shore dinner was served, to which all did full justice. After dinner 
the various places of amusement were visited, and at 3 p.m. the train was 
taken for Lynn, where, at the station, carriages and automobiles were in 
waiting to take the visitors to (l.A.R. Hall. There they were taken in 
charge by the Reception Committee, and everything possible was done for 
their entertainment. A fine bancjuet was served, and trips to near-by 
points of interest by carriage, auto, and boat were taken. Souvenirs were 
presented each guest, (ireat vnnWt is due Mrs. S. Jennie Tirrell and other 
committees of Corps No. 29, who so ably carried out the programme of the 
day. Miss Clara Barton, the founder of the Red Cross Society, was the 
special guest of honor, and was greeted everywhere with the greatest respect. 

Thanks are especially due to Mrs. Augusta A. Wales, who arranged and 
carried out all plans for the very successful fish dinner. 

The same day a large party of prominent (irand Army men, many of 
them accompanied by ladies, went on an excursion down the harbor in the 
fine steamer Myles Standish of the Xantasket Heacli Steamboat Line to 
Nahant, where a good fish dinner was serviMl. The visitors were much de- 
hghted on the return trip by the evolutions of the United States naval 
vessels. 

Friday, August 19, the historic old Royall House was thrown open from 
ten A.M. to seven o'clock p.m., by invitation of the Sarah E. Fuller Tent 22, 
Daughters of Veterans of ^ledford, for the entertainment of the visitors 
to the Grand Army Encami)nuMit. 

Among the organizations whose members came by invitation were the 
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G.A.R., Woman's Relief Corps, Sons of Veterans, Daughters of Veterans, 
Ladies of the G.A.R., National Army Nurses' Association, and the Ladies* 
Aid to the Sons of \'eterans. Miss Bertha J. Whitney, President of the 
Sarah E. Fuller Tent, and Mrs. Elizabeth J. Joyce, who resides in a part of 
the historic house, received the guests as they entered the building. A con- 
tinual stream of people poured through the doors, more than fifteen hundred 
visitors being entertained. A large number of members of S. C. Lawrence 
W.R.C. 5, and Sarah Bradlee Fulton Chapter D.A.R., which occupies the 
house for its headquarters, assisted the Daughters in their work. Refresh- 
ments were served throughout the day. A part of the historic property of 
special interest to the visitors during the day was that of the slaves' quarters 
in the rear of the main building. 

The Daughters of the Revolution gave a cordial reception to the visitors 
to our city by keeping their attractive Club-room at 100 Boylston Street, 
in the Colonial Building, open each day, with tea served from three to five 
by diff'erent Chapters. ^Mrs. Adelaide Francis Fitts, State Regent of the 
Society, and Mrs. E. S. Burton, Chairman of the Committee in charge of 
the week's hospitality, welcomed the strangers. The rooms were beautifully 
decorated in buff and blue, the colors of the Society. 

A large, reception was held on the afternoon of Friday, August 19, 
among the distinguished guests present being Mrs. John L. Bates, wife of 
the (^lovcrnor of Massachusetts, Lieutenant Governor Curtis Guild, Jr., and 
Mrs. (Juild, and Mrs. Fanny E. ]\Iinot, newly elected National President of 
the Woman's Relief Corps. 

The New Century Club on Huntington Avenue, through its president, 
]\Irs. Isabella A. Potter, also very kindly opened their pleasant rooms for 
the reception and comfort of visitors throughout the week. 

Saturday, August 20, the day set for the Plymouth trip, proved to be 
a very rainy one, but not enough so to dampen the ardor of the four hundred 
who left the South Station at 8.45 a.m. to visit the first landing-place of the 
Pilgrim Fathers. At Whitman Comrade Savery, Past Commander of Col- 
lingwood Post, boarded the train, and distributed souvenirs of Plymouth 
Rock to all. 

On arrival at the station, CoUingwood W.R.C. had carriages in waiting 
to carry the visitors to ail points of interest. The two objects of interest 
most desired to sec were the Plymouth Rock, on which the visitors had the 
privilege of standing, and the* splendid monument erected to the memory 
of the Pilgrim P^athers.

WTiile the ladies were thus pleasantly engaged at Plymouth, in spite of 
the rain, a large party of Grand Army veterans, some of them accompanied 
by their ladies, took a steamer to Xantasket beach, first saihng close to the 
Charlestown Navy Yard, and among the beautiful islands dotting the harbor. 
A trip to Plymouth had been planned, but the rough sea made this unde- 
sirable, and the excursion to Nantasket was substituted. A good luncheon 
was served on board, and with singing, speech-making, and chatting, all 
spent a very happy day.

Minutes of the Fourth Meeting of Department Council. 

Boston, Jan. 28, 1905. 

The fourth meeting of the Department Council was called to order by 
Mrs. Annie M. Warne, Department President, at 1.40 o^'lock p.m. All the 
members were present with the exception of Mrs. Clara H. B. Evans, Coun- 
sellor, Miss Hattie L. Shute, Instituting and Installing Officer, Mrs. Kate J. 
Gififord, and Mrs. Sarah B. Xoyes, of the Executive Board. 

Prayer by Mrs. Elizabeth P. Sawyer, Department Chajjlain. 

Records of the last meeting of the Council were read by the Secretary, 
and approved. 

Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, chairman of the Executive Board, read 
the following report : — 
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Report of Chairman Department Executive Board. 

Boston, Jan. 2S, 1905. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Council: As chairman of the Depart- 
ment Executive Board, I have the honor to render the following report 
for the year 1904. 

The meetings of the Board have been held in cormection with those of 
the Executive Council. At the first Council meeting, held February 11, the 
unfinished business of the Twenty-fifth Department Convention, referred 
to this Council for action, was disposed of. At this meeting the Executive 
Board elected as Auditing Committee for the year Mrs. S. Jennie Tirrell, 
chairman, Mrs. Kate J. Gifford, and Mrs. Mary A. Beal. 

At the second Council meeting, held June 28, the Council voted *'to 
keep open house " during National Convention, and Mrs. Tirrell, Mrs. Beal, 
and Mrs. Wadsworth, of the Executive Board, were appointed members of 
this Special Committee, other members of committee being appointed from 
the Corps in Suffolk County. 

A Special Council Meeting was held July 19, at which meeting the mat- 
ter of decoration of Department Headquarters during the National Conven- 
tion was discussed, and placed in my hands for execution. Through the 
kindness of Mr. C. P. Buckman, of Tremont Temple, I was enabled to have 
the decorations without expense to the Department. 

The fourth and final meeting of the Board was held this date, at 
which the arrangements for the Twenty-sixth Annual Convention were com- 
pleted. 

W liilo the members of the Board have been ready at all .times to respond 
to any call made upon them, very little has been required of them other 
than the work for National Convention. 

As the members of the Board bear their own expenses when attending 
social gatherings, etc., I feel that it is but justice to them to report their 
individual work, which shows that they have spared neither time nor money 
in doing their part in the promotion of the work of our Order. 

Mrs. S. Jennie Tirndl reports that she has visited four Corps, inspected 
two Corps, and has attended six Cori)s annivorsaries, one of the Sons of Vet- 
erans, three receptions to Department officers, seven exemplifications, 
eleven County Association mc^etings, at one of which she represerrted the 
Department President, attended all meetings of the Council, and. was on 
duty at Headquarters two days. In addition to this she served on commit- 
tees of National Encam])ment. She turned over to Department Relief 
Fund S2.00, that being the amount of her ins])ection expenses. 

Mrs. Kate J. (Jifford reports ''that she has attended five County Asso- 
ciation meetings, thrcje exemplifications, three recej)tions to Department 
ofHcers, inspected three Corps, attended meeting of the Council and Auditing 
Committee. As a member of the Committee on the National Convention, 
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she attended all but three of its meetings. In addition to the Department 
work, she has been active in her own Corps, of which she is its Secretary." 

Mary A. Beal reports *Hhat she has attended all meetings of the Council 
and Auditing Committee, four receptions to Department officers, eight 
County Association gatherings, four exemplifications, inspected two Corps, 
installed the officers of one Corps, visited ten Corps. As a member of the 
Executive Committee of the National Convention, she attended all its 
meetings, and was on duty at Department Headquarters one day. She 
has turned over to the Department Relief Fund $1.30, that being the amount 
of her expenses of inspections." 

Mrs. Sarah B. Noyes reports ''that she has attended one exemplifica- 
tion, one reception to Department officers, two Council meetings, all meet- 
ings of the Berkshire County Association, inspected two Corps, written sev- 
eral letters relative to the work of the Order, and attended the National 
Convention.

Report of Committee ox Inspector's Report. 

Boston, Feb. 16, 1905. 
Mrs. President and Members of the Twenty-sixth Annual Co7ivention, W.R.C.: 

The committee appointed on the report of Department Inspector have 
attended to their duty, and submit the following : — 
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The entire report of the work of the year just passed is worthy of praise. 
The duties of the Department Inspector are always arduous, and this year 
has been no exception; but the report shows the faithful, loyal work which 
has been done, and your committee most heartily pay their tribute to her 
as a faithful, conscientious officer and worker, who has proved herself worthy 
of the trust placed in her charge. The report is clear and concise, and we 
conmiend it to your close inspection, that you may gain a better idea of 
the condition of the various Corps in our Department. 

The large number of our members who attended the exmplifications 
show how strong is the interest felt in the work of our order and how strong 
the ties of friendship which bind us together. 

The committee sincerely hope the exemplifi(.*ations will be continued; 
and we urge upon our members, as well as our officers, their attendance at 
as many as possible. 

Your committee desire to emj)hasize the reference made on page 139 to 
the Corps reports. There is, indeed, no excuse* for the careless disregard 
of this matter. If Corps Presidents could but n^alize how oven the delay 
of one Corps in sending in their reports stops the movement of the whole 
machinery at National and Department Headciuarters, we are confident 
they would be more prompt.

Recommendation No. 2, that until this Form X is issued bv the

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National Treasurer the Department Treasurer order a supply printed for 
use in this Department, is approved by the committee. 

Certainly, if this faithful officer in her work has found any way whereby 
the duties of the Inspector may be made lighter, and the work of the office 
faithfully performed, it is our duty to act in its fulfilment; and the Depart- 
ment Inspector claims that the issuing of this blank would largely decrease 
the Inspector's work. 

Recommendation No. 3, that the National Convention be petitioned, 
when a new issue of Form O is made, that a question to be numbered 12, 
Amount of money expended for patriotic work for year ending August 31, 
be inserted, and the rest of the questions be renumbered, and all blanks be 
made to correspond, approved by the committee.

Mrs. Goodale, chairman, submitted the 

Report of Department Relief Committee. 

Medford, Feb. 13, 1905. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Twenty-sixth Annual Convention: 

As chairman of the Department Relief Committee, it becomes my 
pleasant duty to render for the fifth time the yearly account of work ac- 
complished. For the benefit of members present not familiar with this 
work I repeat the explanation of former years. In 1888 in Massachusetts a 
Department Relief Fund was established; and in 1890, by authority of the 
National Convention, a Department Relief Committee was appointed. The 
necessity for the formation of a fund, in charge of a special committee, 
was indicated by the constant application to our officers at Department 
Headquarters of needy veterans, or those related to them, living in local- 
ities unblessed by Post or Corps. With no committee to investigate and 
no special fund from which to draw, our officers were cfften confronted by 
a perplexing problem. For this purpose this particular line of work was 
formed, and for fifteen years has continued. The members of Massachusetts 
Relief Corps may justly feel proud of having a share in bringing sunshine 
to many a cheerless home. It is said that a charitable agency may be 
fairly judged by the character of the cases coming to it. This, in a measure, 
is true; and of our applicants the committee can report that the character 
of those applying for assistance the last year has been of a higher standard 
than formerly. Veterans are growing less able to care for their families, 
and wives, who in many instances have borne the heaviest part of the burden 
of the day, are becoming too feeble to work, and want for the first time 
has confronted them. Under these conditions it is our privilege to lend the 
helping hand. That discrimination will ever have to be used between the 
true and the false goes without saying, for only a higher Power can remodel 
depraved human nature; but long experience must develop discernment, 
and rarely has our trust been betrayed. It is an inspiring work; and, as 
new members come into the committee from year to year, they rarely fail 
to become interested — I may say absorbed — in the work, as they have op- 
portunity to bring courage to the disheartened ones. Let me recall one 
incident of the many rushing to mind. A veteran of good war record, 
earned in long service, was waiting admission to a Soldiers' Home. Weak 
and ill from long delay and hope deferred, he came to tel us his story. 
After we were assured that every word of his ta e was true, we fitted him out 
with warm underwear, contributed by a generous Corps, and gave him an 
order for a week's board at one of the Salvation Army houses. His face 
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lighted up with new courage; and, bowing low, he recited dramatically, 
"Hope springs eternal in the human breast." The committee has had the 
privilege of ministering to veterans from every loyal State and of many 
nationalities, recognizing the fact that to every soldier, wherever his home, 
we are indebted for the preservation of our country. In several instances 
where applicants have lived in towns not favored with Post or Relief Corps, 
the committee have deemed it proper to ask the assistance of the Corps in 
adjoining towns. Some Corps, with l)ut little or no relief work to do, have 
gladly responded, believing, with our committee, that it is necessary to 
the full development of a Corps to enjrage in some way in the blessed work 
of relief, one o'' the foundation stones of our ordcT. 

Our regular beneficraries, four of whom are beloved Army Xurses, 
have received, in monthly allowances durinfr the year, S324. At Thanks- 
giving and Christmas small gifts were added. These dear women are all 
over eighty years of age, with records of faithful service during the. war. 

Next to our boys in blue, they rank our special charges, whose welfare is 
our loving interest, a blessed i)rivilege, indeed. A pitiful case of need 
came to our knowledge of a family of a deceased Spanish War veteran. 
The mother had worked daily in a mattress factory, endeavoring to support 
her family of four children. As she was a skilful worker, she earned largo 
wages. Unfortunately, she pierced her right hand with a large needle. 
Terrible sickness ensued. Having knowledge of our organization when it pos- 
sessed an emergency fund, we learned of her distress ; and it was our privilege 
to interest other philanthropic organizations who came to her assistance. 

Early in the year the care of arranging for the removal of two inmates of 
the Woipan's Relief Corps Home in Ohio, former residents of Massachusetts, 
was placed in this committee's charge. As the Home was to be transferred 
to the State of Ohio, the Department of Massachus(*tts. evc^r prompt to attend 
to its full duty, was ready to send its repn\sentativ(» to arrange for the jour- 
ney. The women were very aged and feeble, one hinie, the other blind. Cor- 
respondence was opened with th(» Secn^tary of the Home Committee, ^Irs. 
Emma Stark Hampton, who was at last enabled to write the following 
gratifying words: "The women from ^lassachust^tts, with those from other 
States, will remain at the Home, to be cared for for the remainder of their 
lives, and at death be laid in tlu* special lot in Middle Ridge Cemetery, where 
they have seen so many of their household placed at rest.'' The full SM)po 
of the work cannot be given in a report. A number of Corps have sent 
valuable contributions of (clothing in addition to donations of money. 
One Corps contributes a regular sum monthly for a special case. It would 
be imjust to mention CorjDS or indi\iduals so contributing, hut they will 
receive their reward; for is it not written in the (jood Book, ''Inasmuch as 
ye have done it unto one of the least of these, ye have done it unto me" ? As 
in former years, the work has been carried on systematically. Every mem- 
ber of the committee is assigned to duty, and we have had no drones on the 
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list. Monthly and quarterly meetings have been held, and reports regu- 
larly submitted. To Captain Charles Hastings, Commissioner John E. 
Gilman, and Assistant Adjutant-General E. P. Preble, we are again in- 
debted for kind assistance and valuable advice. We gladly repeat the words 
of former years, and offer 

Recommendation No, 1. That we ask of the Department Massachusetts 
G.A.R. assistance in the work of transportation and care of veterans who, 
on the way to relatives or soldiers' homes, may be stranded in our city, the 
amount necessary for the purpose to be determined by the Department 
President after consultation with the Assistant Adjutant-General. 

For the faithful members of the committee, my dear associates, whose 
names have been read, I have only feelings of love and appreciation. Every 
member has contributed clothing, bedding, food, or money to the cause, 
in addition to many hours of labor. Every Friday, unless sickness prevents, 
a gathering of a majority of the conunittee is held in Department Head- 
quarters for consultation and to distribute aid. To the Secretary, Mrs. 
R. A. Pickett, I am greatly indebted for loving service. 

To our Department President, who without fail has given us warm 
words of encouragement and loving advice, I am sure I am voicing the senti- 
ments of every member of the Relief Committee when I express thanks for 
our appointment to so important a work. We feel it is an evidence of her 
confidence, not only in our ability, but in our loyalty to the cause, when 
she trusted this work to our honor. To the Department Secretary, Miss 
Elliot, and Department Treasurer, Mrs. Fuller, we are grateful for many 
kind acts of assistance.

Report of Committee on Address of Department President. 

Boston, Feb. 15, 1905. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Twenty-sixth Annual Convention of the 
Department of Massachusetts, W.R.C.: 

The committee to whom the address of the Department President was 
referred appreciate the honor of their appointment, and hope in the per- 
formance of the duty assigned them their efforts will meet the approval of 
the woman who has presided at the head of our Department during the 
past year. 

The perusal of the address proves conclusively that our Department 
President has given to the work of the year the same earnest, unselfish zeal 
that has characterized all her efforts for the order ever since she became 
a member. 

Just and impartial in her decisions, showing courtesy and kindness to all 
she has won the respect and esteem of the members throughout 'the Depart- 
ment. 

During the memorable week of the National Convention in August she 
represented this great Department in a manner that elicited expressions of 
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commendations from our guests, and reflected credit upon herself and honor 
to our Department. 

In a wise and conscientious manner she has guarded the precious legacy 
given into her keeping one year ago ; and, when she transfers to her successor 
the emblem of authority, she can do so with the consciousness that she 
has been faithful to the "confidence reposed in her,'' and has "performed 
all duties appertaining to her office " in the spirit of fraternity, charity, and 
loyalty.

4. Should the Secretar\' read her name after the records have been 
approved, or before approval, or should it be read at all ? 

The name is not read and the records not signed until after the approval 
of the Corps. 
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5. As the Treasurer is required to pay for supplies when sending re- 
quisition for same, is it necessary for the Corps to take action on the receipted 
biU? 

No. 

6. Is the President of a Corps chairman of all committees, unless ap- 
pointed on such committees? 

No. 

7. What is the proper course to pursue in regard to a member who is 
behind in her dues, and has been dropped by her own Corps, who now wishes 
to become a member of another Corps ? She is so far behind that she can- 
not pay all. By paying one year's dues, could she be given an honorable 
discharge, that she might join the other Corps? 

See Chap. V., Art. IV., Sect. 2, R. & Reg. 

8. When a Corps' President calls a special meeting for the election of 
officers, and transacts all the business of a regular meeting, only notifying 
the members of the election of officers, is the meeting legal? 

No. See R. & Reg., Chap. XI., Art. V., Sect. 2. 

9. Can the Executive Committee of a Corps get up a supper or any- 
thing to bring in money without the vote of the Corps? 

See R. & Reg., Chap. XI., Art. VIII., Sect. 12. 

10. How much of the collected correspondence of any Corps (invita- 
tions, requests for donations to fairs, general orders, etc.) must be kept under 
the direct supervision of the Corps Secretary? 

Provision is made for the destruction of such matter in Chap. V., Art. 
XVI., of R. & Reg. 

11. When an alternate is nominated, can more than one name be offered 
for the same position? 

Certainly. 

12. Should the delegates of a Corps be elected on one ballot, or each 
one separately? 

Ballot should be taken for each. 

13. Is it not allowable to have such correspondence as it is necessary 
to keep stored in an anteroom of the hall instead of at the Secretary's 
home? 

There is no objection to it, if securely locked up. 

14. If delegate No. 3 is not able to attend Convention, is alternate No. 
1 supposed to take her place, or No. 3? 

Alternate No. 1. 

15. Is the Assistant Guard obliged to retire to the anteroom and re- 
main, if there are no candidates? 

No. She returns to her station, if there are no candidates. 

16. When an application is brought in, who holds the money until the 
applicant is initiated? 

''. . The Secretarv. 
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17. Is a member who has not paid any dues since June 30 entitled to 
vote at election of officers in December? Is she not six months in arrears? 

She is not six months in arrears until December 31. 

18. Whose duty is it to drape the charter for deceased members in 
the Corps? 

Whoever the President may ask to do it. Usually, the Conductor. 

19. What constitutes being in good standing in a Corps? 

If a member is more than six months in arrears for dues, she is not in 
good standmg. 

20. If there are several candidates to be elected, should the President 
say to Conductor, "Prepare the ballot-box" for everj^ one, or is the first 
time sufficient? 

It does not seem necessary, but there is no place where it says it need 
not be done. 

21. When a Corps is formed, if some of the apph cants have previously 
belonged to other Corps, shall they show an Honorable Discharge card from 
the Corps of which they were a member? 

Yes, or a Transfer card. 

22. Should the Guard or Secretary answer the questions in the Ritual 
in regard to admission of candidates by reinstatement or transfer? 

The President addresses the Guard, and, of course, she should respond. 

23. Now that we have a Patriotic Instructor appointed by the Presi- 
dent, should there be a patriotic committee appointed also? 

Recommendation of Twenty-fourth Department Convention which was 
adopted reads thus: "That Corps Patriotic Instnictors be authorized to 
appoint assistants to co-operate with them in their work in cities, and also 
in towns where there are many school buildings, said assistants to be ap- 
proved by the Corps Presidents." 

24. Can a Corps as a Corps help a fair for a deaf-mute school? 
Not as Corps, but as individuals. 

25. Can a- Corps President accept the resignation of an appointed 
officer or member of a committee without a vote of the Corps?

26. Can a Corps change a regular meeting day to another day, and then 
transact the regular business? 

By vote of the Corps the date of the regular meeting can be changed, 
but every member should be notified. 

If a woman is a charter member of a Corps and is dropped for non- 
pa3mient of dues, and again becomes a member of a Corps after fifteen or 
sixteen years, does she have the honor of being a charter member? 

A woman once having been a charter memb(»r and her name enrolled 
on the charter, she will always have the honor of being a charter member, 
as a charter is a permanent record and cannot be changed.

Dear Madam: In accordance with a vote passed by the Executive 
Committee for the Twenty-second National Convention, Woman's Rehef 
Corps, I herewith submit through you to the Department President and 
Department Council, who are the successors of the Department President 
and Department Council of 1903 which created the Executive Committee, 
this report of the work of said committee and the various sub-committees 
through which its plans were executed. 

The announcement in the Twentv-first National Convention at San 
Francisco, Cal., on Aug. 20, 1903, that the Thirty-seventh National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic, then in session in the same city, 
had voted to hold its next National Encampment in Boston, was the signal 
for which the Massachusetts delegation had been anxiously waiting, and was 
received by them ^vith manifestations of joy and gratification. Without 
loss of time, our Department President, Mrs. Clara H. B. Evans, arose, and 
in her characteristically sweet and affable manner extended to the Conven- 
tion in behalf of the Massachusetts delegates and the fourteen thousand 
(14,000) loyal workers whom they represented a warm invitation to partake 
of the unbounded hospitality for which Massachusetts and Boston were 
everywhere noted. Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner, who at Milwaukee, Wis., in 
August, 1889, seconded the in\T.tation of the Department President of Mas- 
sachusetts to hold the Eighth National Convention in Boston in 1890, 
performed a similar service here in her unique and convincing style; and the 
unanimity of the Convention in accepting the invitation was proof that the 
*'Hub of the Universe" would be the Mecca toward which thousands of 
Woman's Relief Corps pilgrims would turn their faces and bend their steps 
in August, 1904. 

The returning delegates from San Francisco brought with them into 
Massachusetts a spirit of enthusiasm, which was caught up by the various 
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Corps, and soon spread throughout the whole Department. The city and 
surburban press took up the refrain, and the feeHng of State pride thus en- 
gendered augured well for the success of the coming event. 

Dec. 2, 1903, may be said to have been the official commencement 
of actual work for the Convention, as on that date was held the third meet- 
ing of the Department Council, whereat was set in motion the mighty ma- 
chinery that ran so smoothly and unceasingly for eight long months, pro- 
ducing during the week of Aug. 15 to 20, 1904, the most successful and 
brilliant National Convention ever known in the history of the Woman's 
Relief Corps. 

At the Council meeting above referred to a letter was read from Depart- 
ment Commander Dwight 0. Judd, inviting the co-operation of the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps in the necessary work of pre- 
paring for the Thirty-eighth National Encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. The Council responded to this invitation by pledging to 
the Commander a ready and willing support, and proceeded at once to formu- 
late plans for the great undertaking. 

Among those plans were the appointment of a General Committee, 
with Department President Mrs. Clara H. B. Evans as chairman, Mrs. 
Maria W. Going, Secretary, and Mrs. Fannie M. Jones, Treasurer, and an 
Executive Committee, with Mrs. Mary L. Gilman as chairman. 

The General Committee was to be composed of the members of the 
Executive Committee, the Corps Presidents of 1904, and members of all 
sub-committees which should thereafter be appointed. 

The Executive Committee consisted of the Department Coimcils of 
1903 and 1904 and twenty-five additional members and the Past Depart- 
ment Presidents. 

Further progress was made by the creation of various sub-committees 
and the election of chairmen thereof, authority being given to each chair- 
man to appoint the members of her own committee and to the Executive 
Committee to appoint additional members and organize additional commit- 
tees. 

A complete list of these committees, with the members thereof, will be 
found at the close of this report. 

After authorizing the Department President to call together the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, the Department Council closed this ex- 
traordinary meeting at which was sown the seed that was to result in such 
an abundant harvest during the following summer. 

The Executive Committee was called together by the Department 
President, Mrs. Evans, and held its first meeting at Department Head- 
quarters on Dec. 16, 1903, the chairman, Mrs. Msltj L. Gilman, presiding. 

At this meeting a complete list of committees and sub-committees 
was read by the Department Secretary, Miss Mary E. Elliot, representing the 
Department Council; and the organization of the Executive Committee 
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was completed by the election of Mrs. MaHa W. Going as Secretary and 
Mrs. Fannie M. Jones as Treasurer. 

Wiih the appointment of the sub-committees began the working out of 
the many details for the Convention. 

The plans of the Executive Committee required hard and zealous work 
in many places and by many persons before they were completed, but to 
the honor of our devoted women of the Relief Corps be it said there was 
at no time a lack of willing hands and loyal hearts. 

The chairmen and members of all the committees, numbering in the 
aggregate seven hundred and sixty-three (763) persons, toiled Hke bees to 
make the enterprise a success. Heads were constantly busy in devising 
new means of contributing to the pleasure of our expected visitors, and 
hands were constantly occupied in carrying them out. 

Fortunate, indeed, it was that such rare discrimination had been dis- 
played in the choice of chairmen of these various sub-committees, for upon 
their wise leadership depended the successful execution of the orders of the 
Executive Committee. With less experienced and prudent leaders, success 
would have been doubtful; with them, success was assured. Their duties 
were of an onerous and exacting nature and of grave responsibihty. The 
slipping of a single cog in the great wheel by which the machinery was moved 
might jar the whole structure, but there was no slip. Order and harmony 
prevailed everywhere, and the carrying out of the plans was perfection. 

Many perfecting motions were made and carried at this first meeting, 
and the chairman was instructed to tender the co-operation of the commit- 
tee to the Executive Committee of Arrangements of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, which was done in the following letter: —

As was foreshadowed in the above letter, a room was secured for our 
committee in the Old South Building, numbered 349, and connected with 
the rooms of the Executive Committee of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

This proved to be a great convenience, as it afforded us the use of a 
large committee room, besides giving us the benefit of the always sage advice 
of Secretary Silas A. Barton and his associates. 

Our own room was elegantly furnished by the generosity of those ac- 
knowledged friends of the veterans, Mr. Charles E. Osgood and Mr. William 
White, whose liberality to the Woman ^s Relief Corps should ever be held in 
grateful memory. 

On Monday, January 18, we took possession of our room, and therein 
was transacted all of our official business for eight long months. From 
there was issued the first appeal to the Corps of our Department in the form 
of the following letter: —

The Twenty-second National Convention of the Woman's Relief Corps, to 
be held at Boston in August, 1904, will bring into Massachusetts many mem- 
bers of our order from all over the country', who will look to this Department 
for those courtesies and attentions usually extended by a hostess to her guests. 

The delegates and visitors from the Department of Massachusetts to other 
convention cities haVe been enthusiastically received and bountifully enter- 
tained, year after year, by their loyal sisters of the Woman's Relief Corps m the 
various States visited. The march of time is about to bring those same generous 
entertainers to our doors, and the duty of extending similar courtesies to them 
will devolve upon us. Shall we prove equal to the occasion? Much money must 
be raised in order that the plans of the Executive Committee may be carried 
out and the reputation of this, the Mother Department of our great organization, 
properly sustained. 

As a means to this end, the Department Council has ordered that a General 
Committee be formed, to consist of the Department President, Mrs. Clara H. B. 
Evans, as President, with prominent officers and members of the order in this 
State and all Corps Presidents in the Dei)artment. 

Experience shows that funds can best be raised by tlie several Corps, through 
their own Corps committees. Hence eacli Corps is rcciuostod to autliorize the ap- 
pointment of a committee, with the Corps l^esident as cliainnan, wliose numbers 
shall be unlimited, and whose duties sliall be to raise funds by entertainments, 
subscriptions, fairs, bazaars, and sucli methods as the committee may deem 
best to adopt, it being understood tluit the rhuince Coniiuittee of this P^xecutive 
Committee stands ready at all times to assist with its advice and experience when 
requested. 

Corps committees should not limit thenisolvos as to the amount to be raised, 
but should begin early, labor lonir and faithfully, and forward instalments from 
time to time to chairman of Finance Committee, Mrs. Harriett A. Ralph, No. 
32 Bartlett Street, Somerville, Mass. 

In 1890 this Department, with 123 Corps and S.912 members on January 
1 of that year, collected over $5,000. With 173 Corps and 14,192 members on 
January 1 of the present year, we should improve upon our record of fourteen 
years ago, more especialh- as this committee has tendered a lunch to the dele- 
gates of the Thirty-eighth National Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic during its two days' session. 

Corps Presidents are requested to report to the chairman of the Executive 
Committee, without delay, the organization of their respective committees. 
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These Headquarters will be open for business on we5k-days from 10 a.m. 
to 4 P.M., and will be in charge of the Secretary of the Executive Committee, 
Mrs. Maria W. Going.

As the success of the Corps in raising funds must shape in a large meas- 
ure the action of the committee, it was essential that a capable Finance 
Conmiittee be secured, as under its direction all contributions must be raised 
and accounted for. Fortunate, indeed, were we in having at the head of 
that committee such an experienced chairman as the Senior Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Department, Mrs. Harriett A. Ralph, who served in a similar 
capacity during the National Convention of 1890. Circular Letter No. 1 
was supplemented later on by the following appeal to the Corps from the 
Finance Committee: —

To Corps Presidents and Members of the Order: 

Time passes so rapidly that in a few brief months our dear old State will 
again resound to martial music and the tramp of marching hosts, for Boston is 
the Mecca toward which the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic and 
their many friends will wend their way in August next, to participate in the 
work and festivities of Encampment Week. 

The annual gatherings of the Grand Army and its auxiliary, the Woman's 
Relief Corps, are occasions of national importance. As year by year the Encamp- 
ment has been held in the various States of our Union, the entertaining Depart- 
ment has endeavored to do all in its power to make the occasion both profit- 
able and pleasant. It is the earnest wish of the Executive Committee appointed 
for this purpose to assist in making the gathering of 1904 an occasion long to be 
remembered, and one that will not detract from the reputation of the pioneer 
Department of our order for faithfulness and hospitality. 

When Boston had the pleasure of greeting the representatives of the two 
national organizations in 1 890, a lunch was served their delegates by the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts, W.R.C., which was heartily appreciated. It has been 
voted by the Executive Committee to repeat this feature in August, and the co- 
operation of every Corps is needed to successfully carry out the plan. 
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It 18 estimated that there will be about 1,200 .delegates of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and about 500 of our o^ti delegates to be entertained at luncheon 
each day, making a total of about 3,400. This will require the simi of nearly 
eighteen himdred dollars (1,800). That we may meet this and other necessary 
expenses, the donations from Corps should not be less than three thousand ($3,000) 
or thirty-five hundred dollars ($3,500). 

In all probability this is the last time you will be calle4 upon to contribute 
so large a sum. Let everj^ member do her part in assisting the committee to 
make such arrangements for the entertainment of our distinguished guests, that 
the Encampment of 1904 may be remembered among the pleasantest ever held. 

Full arrangements cannot be made until the Executive Conamittee know 
the sum upon which to depend to defray expenses. It is therefore necessary 
that all PLEDGES be received as soon as possible, and not later than May 15. All 
donations must be received not later than July 15. Pledges and money should 
be forwarded to the chairman of the Finance Committee, 32 Bartlett Street, 
Somerville.

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Subsequently our Department President, Mrs. Annie M. Warne. issued 
Greneral Orders No. 5, dated July 11, in which she strongly urged all Corps 
to make renewed exertions to raise funds for the National Convention. 

The mfluence of all those appeals, together with the personal efforts 
of the members of the Finance Committee, resulted finally in the handsome 
sum of five thousand four dollars and twenty-nine cents ($5,004.29), to 
which might be added receipted bills to the amount of two hundred seventy- 
two dollars and sixteen cents ($272.16) received from the chairman of the 
Luncheon Committee, Mrs. Dorcas H. Lyman. The Finance Committee 
undertook to raise sufficient money to pay all the expenses of the Execu- 
tive Conmiittee of Arrangements for the National Convention. This it 
did handsomely, and through its valuable aid the Executive Committee 
was relieved from all embarrassment. 

It was necessary in the beginning that the members of our order through- 
out the country, their friends, and the public generally should be informed 
of the hearty welcome that awaited them in the Hub, and of the many and 
unique attractions that were in contemplation for their enjoyment. To 
this duty the Press Committee, with Miss Mary E. Elliot as chairman, 
addressed themselves, and well and ably was the work performed. 

The daily and weekly press within and without the State was con- 
stantly supplied with items of interest connected with the approaching 
event. Visiting newspaper men and women were entertained in Depart- 
ment Headquarters by this Committee during Convention Week, and the 
following circular was issued, which proved a mine of information to our

The thousands of visitors who would undoubtedly flock to our city 
in response to the promised welcome must be provided with suitable rooms 
in hotels and boarding, lodging, and private houses. This task was assigned 
to the Accommodation Committee, of which Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner was 
chairman, and well was the work performed. On Feb. 29, 1904, the com- 
mittee issued the following circular to Department and Corps Presidents: —

To Department and Corps Presidents: 

Massachusetts — **The Mother Department" of the Woman's Relief Corps — 
sends through you a most cordial pjeetin^ and an invitation to each and every 
member of our order from the Atlantic to tlie Pacific, and from the Great Lakes 
to the Gulf, to be with us at our Annual Convention, which convenes in Boston 
the week of Aug. 15, 1904. There comes with each of these yearly gatherings 
much for us all to enjoy, as well as much for us all to do. The warm hand-clasp 
as we look into each other's faces tells of friendships renewed and new ones 
formed. We shall miss the faces of some that have gone to tlie "Better Land," 
but they have left tlnnr impress on our hearts as an incentive for us to carry on 
the good work they hf.ve left in our hands. To be true to the motto of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and exemplify the twine our order bears, and so scatter 
kind deeds and words, like sunshine, in tlie paths of the veterans and all those 
whose lives have been made sad by the Civil War. 

We are now prepared to furnish the best possible comfort and accommoda- 
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tions for the Woman's Relief Corps and all that may wish to accompany them. 
To do this satisfactorily, it is positively necessary we should know how many to 
provide for. Therefore, an early reply to this circular will be appreciated. 
Rooms, with board at hotels, from $2 to S5 per day, each person, two or three per- 
sons in a room. Rooms at hotels, two or three in a room, without board, from $1 
to $1.50 per day for each person. Lodging, boarding, and private houses, from 
75 cents to $1 per day each person, two or three in a room, with breakfast 25 
cents extra, each person. All rooms must be engaged for not less than three days 
Department Presidents will please forward one copy of this circular to Corps 
Presidents, with General Orders or blanks, as promptly as possible.

Registration of rooms was begun April 8 at the Executive Committee 
Headquarters, 349 Old South Building, and continued until August 15, 
when seven thousand and fifteen (7,015) rooms were registered, accommo- 
dating nearly fourteen thousand (14,000) persons. Four thousand three 
hundred and ten (4,310) applicants were assigned to rooms; and they, 
with the many thousands of friends who. accompanied them, were sufficient 
to fill all the rooms registered. 

To accomplish all this was a laborious task, involving long hours and 
fatiguing work; and on several occasions it was not until after one or two 
o'clock in the morning that the last room was assigned and the chairman 
felt at liberty to seek her home. 

The arrival of the visitors at the railroad stations presented the prob- 
lem of how to get them to the rooms to which they had been assigned. This, 
was solved, however, in a masterly manner by the Information Committee, 
of which Mrs. Lydia P. Hall was chairman, the members of which stationed 
themselves at the North and South Terminals, and with the invaluable as- 
sistance of the Sons of Veterans saw to it that visitors were conducted ta 
their proper destination. In addition to this most important duty the 
committee provided large placards for twenty-five (25) hotels and other 
buildings, indicating the location of the various Department Headquarters, 
and in many other ways afforded care and protection to the incoming throngs. 

Upon the arrival of the \nsiting Department officers at their various, 
headquarters, they found new evidences of hospitality in the beautiful and 
fragrant flowers with which their rooms were profusely decorated by the 
Floral Committee, of which Mrs. Etta A. Lockhart was chairman. They 
appeared to have entire groonliouses at their command, for, in addition to 
the above, they beautified the National Headquarters, the Massachusetts- 
Headquarters, and the Headquarters of the Executive Committee at the 
Hotel Vendome; while the parlors in which the Reception by the National 
officers was held were rich with the perfume from fragrant flowers and potted 
plants. Nor was this all, for from the money especially contributed to 
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the Floral Fund, they presented luxurious baskets of flowers, to each of 
which was attached a souvenir spoon, to the National President and other 
National oflScers, the Department President, Secretary, and Treasurer of 
Massachusetts, the Chairman of the General Committee, the Chairman, 
Secretary, and Treasurer of the Executive Committee, and the Commander- 
in-Chief, General Wilmon W. Blackmar. 

The Invitation Committee, Mrs. Sarah E. Fuller, chairman, were fur- 
nished by the Grand Army of the RepubHc with nearly five hundred (500) 
exquisitely engrossed invitation cards, which they issued to prominent 
persons, including Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, Mrs. John A. Logan, and Miss 
Clara Barton. The two former were forced to decline, but the committee 
were pleased to receive a favorable reply from the only honorary member 
of our order. Miss Clara Barton. 

To the Reception Committee, with Mrs. Annie M. Warne, our Depart- 
ment President, as chairman, was assigned the pleasing duty of receiving 
the guests of our order and showing them the courtesies usual on such 
an occasion. They performed their duty in a praisew^orthy manner, carry- 
ing the greetings of the committee to the National and to each Department 
Headquarters. 

The Committee on Carriages, with Mrs. Emilie L. W. Waterman as chair- 
man and Mrs. Harriette L. Reed as her valuable assistant, had carriages in 
waiting at the Vendome and Tremont Temple at all hours for the use of the 
National officers and our guests. 

The Honorary Committee, with Mrs. John L. Bates, wife of our gover- 
nor, as chairman, and Mrs. Austin C. Wellington as vice-chairman, added 
icUU to the great event, besides contributing one hundred and seventy-five 
($175) dollars to the Convention Fund; and the large General Committee, 
with Mrs. Clara H. B. Evans as chairman, and practically all of the distin- 
guished members of our Department as members, aided by their counsel and 
services in helping along the work in every direction, especially in urging 
the different Corps to make contributions. 

The work of the Hall Committee, of which Mrs. M. Susan Goodale was 
chairman, was made light by the generosity of the Accommodation Com- 
mittee of the Grand Army of the Republic, who paid all bills for halls and 
incidentals, and the duties of the Committee on Decoration, of which Mrs. 
Lue Stuart Wadsworth was chairman, were lightened in like manner by the 
Committee on Decorations of the Grand Army of the Republic, who deco- 
rated our Convention Hall, the Department National rooms at the Vendome, 
and the dining-rooms at Symphony Hall, leaving only the Park Street Church, 
which was decorated bv our committee in a manner creditable to themselves 
and satisfactory to all. 

The Badge Committee, with Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner as chairman, 
furnished about one thousand ribbon badges to the chairmen of the differ- 
ent committees, enough to supply each member with a badge for every com- 
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mittee she served on; and by request of the National President two mem* 
bers of the committee distributed to the voting members of the Convention 
the souvenir badges furnished by the Badge Committee of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

It is only justice to say that the expense of the ribbon badges above 
mentioned was borne entirely by Mrs. Helen R. Blackmar, wife of our Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

The Printing Committee, with Mrs. Clara H. B. Evans as chairman, 
were always on hand for duty, and acquitted themselves in a commenda- 
ble manner; and the Conference Committee, of which Mrs. Evans was also 
chairman, proved to be of great value to the Executive Committee by hold- 
ing frequent conferences with a like committee of the Grand Army of the 
Republic on matters concerning both organizations. 

Convention week showed the city of Boston in holiday attire. Public 
buildings were covered with bunting, thousands of flags and streamers 
flew from business and private houses, and myriads of electric lights formed 
into Corps badges and other designs transformed the busy metropolis into 
fairyland. Then came the work of other committees, the members of 
which had given time and thought and labor in preparation for the long- 
expected event. 

The stay of the representatives and delegates to the National Con- 
vention and the thousands who accompanied them must be made enjoy- 
able. Every hour must be filled in with some pleasing diversion, and they 
must be sent home tired but happy, and full to overflowing with recollee* 
tions of Boston hospitality. 

An important contribution to this end was the splendid and unique 
presentation of the Living Flag, prepared under the direction of Mrs. Lue 
Stuart Wadsworth, and exhibited on the day of the great Grand Army 
Parade, Tuesday, August 16. The flag was formed on a grand-stand built 
on the Tremont Street mall of the Common, directly facing Temple Place, 
up which the column marched, thus giving every comrade a full front view. 
It was composed of two thousand and ten (2,010) school children, clad in 
caps and blouses representing the colors of the American flag, and was ready 
for inspection at 9.30 a.m. The children were intensely interested, and their 
behavior entitles them to the greatest credit. Under the leadership of Mr* 
James M. McLaughlin, director of music in the Boston public schools, they 
sang in excellent time and tune the following songs : — 

1. Star-spangled Banner. 

2. Battle Hymn of the Republic. 

3. Keller's American Hymn. 

4. Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean. 

5. Battle Cry of Freedom. 

6. America. 

7. Freedom's Land. 
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8. Hail, Columbia. 

9. Dixie. 

10. Marching through Georgia. 

As ttie magnificeuTi speccacle burst upon the sight of the marching vet- 
erans, and the sweet sounds of the patriotic music greeted their ears, they 
seemed entranced, then electrified, and then from their throats burst forth 
such huzzas and cheers as never before greeted the children in their young 
lives, and in all human probability never will again, should they live to be 
as old as the veterans themselves. It was an inspiring picture to the on- 
lookers, an object-lesson in patriotism to the youthful participants, and a 
cause for just pride to the zealous woman who organized it and carried it 
to such a successful conclusion. 

After the parade came the conventions, and with them the gigantic 
task of providing dinner for the delegates to the Grand Army Encampment 
and the Woman's Relief Corps. This was referred to the Luncheon Com- 
mittee, with Mrs. Dorcas H. Lyman as chairman. 

On August 17 lunch was provided at Symphony Hall for twelve hun- 
dred (1,200) G.A.R. delegates and at Park Street Church for six hundred 
and fifty (650) delegates of the W.R.C. and fifty (50) Army Nurses. On 
the same day supper was served at Park Street Church to three hundred 
and fifty-eight (358) W.R.C. delegates. On August 18 lunch was served 
at Symphony Hall to the twelve hundred (1,200) G.A.R. and at Park 
Street Church to six hundred and fifty (650) W.R.C. delegates and fifty 
(50) Army Nurses. In all a total of four thousand one hundred and fifty- 
eight (4,158) meals were served, at a cost of two thousand and eighty- 
five dollars and seventy cents ($2,085.70), which was paid by the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

In addition to this the Luncheon Committee raised by contributions 
the sum of two hundred and seventy-five dollars and seventy cents ($275.70), 
with which they were enabled to present cigars to each G.A.R. delegate 
and naudsome souvenir plates to each W.R.C. delegate. 

The regular menu of the caterers was largely increased by donations 
leceiyed through the solicitations of the nicnilxTs of the committee, by the 
aid of which the luncheon was made enjoyable and palatable beyond most 
affairs of its kind. To feed so many was a great undertaking, one that 
would appall an ordinary woman ; but Mrs. Lyman and her faithful assistants 
were equal to the task, and the Executive Committee and our whole Depart- 
ment have reasons to he proud of the work accomplished by them. 

Besides being housed and fed, our visitors were to be suitably entertained 
during their stay with us. This, too, was a formidable task, requiring inge- 
nuity and enterprise and experience. All these qualities, however, were 
possessed in full by the Committee on Entertainment, of which Mrs. Alice M. 
Goddard was chairman; and they went about their work in a manner that 
augured well for their success. 
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In order to facilitate business, sub-committees were formed to arrange 
for and carry on three separate functions. First was the great Woman's 
Relicif Corps Campfire in Mechanics' Building on Thursday, August 18, 
the chairman of this sub-committee being Mrs. Goddard. It was a glorious 
affair, and was thoroughly enjoyed by the immense audience, numbering 
ten thousand persons, which filled the great building to overflowing. Seated 
on the platform were many distinguished guests, among whom were Gov- 
ernor John L. Bates and staff, Judge Emmons, representing the city of 
Bosto-i, the newly elected Commander-in-Chief, General Wilmon W. Black- 
mar, Adjutant General John E. Gilman, Department Commander Lucius 
Field, Department President Mrs. Annie M. Warne, Mrs. John L. Bates, wife 
of Governor Bates, Mrs. Wilmon W. Blackmar, wife of the Commander-in- 
Chief, Miss Clara Barton, Past National Presidents Mrs. Sarah E. Fuller, 
Mrs. Ldzabeth A. Turner, Mrs. Calista R. Jones, and many others. 

Mrs. Mary L. Gilman presided in an acceptable manner, and in a few 
appropriate remarks extended a cordial welcome to all. The first feature 
of the programme after the welcome by Mrs. Gilman was the trooping of the 
colors under the direction of Junior Vice-Department Commander J. Paj'son 
Bradley, displajdng the flags of over fifty Posts, and massing together over 
one hundred flags, with singing of the "Star-spangled Banner" by Miss 
Adah Campbell Hussey. Following this was a salute to the flag, given 
by one hundred ladies, Color Bearers of the Woman's Relief Corps with their 
flags, under the direction of Mrs. Mary E. Knowles and Mrs. Fannie M. 
Jones, the whole being a most inspiring sight, and one which those privi- 
leged to see will not soon forget. 

The music furnished for the evening by the Eighth Regimental Band 
was especially fine» Short addresses were made by Governor Bates, Judge 
Emmons, Commander-in-Chief General Blackmar, Adjutant General Gilman, 
General Carrington, Department Commander Lucius Field, Department 
President Mrs. Annie M. Warne, Miss Clara Barton, Mrs. Lizabeth A. 
Turner, and Mrs. Sarah E. Fuller. Interspersed between these speeches 
were selections by the Schubert Male Quartette, Columbia Post Quartette, 
of Chicago, and whistling solos by Miss Ella Chamberlain. The vast audience 
remained to the end, and joined in singing the closing number of "America." 

On Friday, August 19, at 10 a.m., the Sub-committee on Fish Dinner, 
with Mrs. Augusta A. Wales as chairman, with about four hundred dele- 
gates and invited guests, took the train for Revere Beach, where at Hotel 
Pleasanton an excellent shore dinner was served, to which all did full justice. 
After dinner the various places of amusement were visited, and at 3 p.m. 
the train was taken for Lynn in response to an invitation from Corps 29 
of that city, where at the station carriages and automobiles were in waiting 
to take the visitors to G.A.R. Hall, where they were taken in charge by 
the Reception Committee of Corps 29, and everything possible was done for 
their entertainment. A fine banquet was served, trips were taken in car- 
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riages, automobiles, aud boats to near-by points of interest, and each guest 
was presented with a souvenir of the chief industry of the city. Great credit 
is due to the chairman, Mrs. Rosa Sprague, as al^o Mrs. S. Jennie Tirrell 
and the other members of the committee of Corps 29 who so ably carried 
out the progranmie of the day. 

The Sub-committee on the Trip to Plymouth, with Miss Mary E. Elliot 
as chairman, took charge of the delegates and guests on Saturday, August 
20; and, though the day was rainy, it could not dampen the ardor of the 
four hundred who left the South Station at 8.45 a.m. to \isit the first landing- 
place of the Pilgrim Fathers. At Whitman, Comrade Savery, Past Com- 
mander of Collingw^ood Post, boarded the train, and distributed souvenirs 
of Plymouth Rock to all. 

On our arrival at the station. Colli ngwood W.R.C. had carriages in 
waiting to carry the \4sitors to all points of interest. The two objects of 
interest they most desired to see were the Plymouth Rock, on which the visi- 
tors had the privilege of standing, and tlie splendid monument erected to 
the memory of the Pilgrim Fathers. 

After the visitors had returned from sight-seeing a delicious luncheon 
was served to all by Collingwood Corps, after which a reception was given 
to National and Department officers, and a very sociable time ensued. 

Many thanks are due to Mrs. Welthea E. Savery, who was untiring in 
her efforts to make the affair a notable success, and to Mrs. Abbie D. Dan- 
forth, who generously placed her home at the service of the visitors for a 
headquarters and place of rest. 

In all large gatherings, especially where there are many women, cases 
of accidents or sudden illness are liable to occur. To provide for such 
was the duty of the Emorgenc}' Committee, of which Mrs. Delilah S. Davis 
was chairman; and their work was performed in a humane and tender man- 
ner. Through the generosity of Mr. Charles E. Osgood, couches were placed 
in rooms adjoining the Convention Hall, wliich were furnished with bed linen 
by the kindness of Mrs. Lydia P. Hall. Six delegates were taken sick during 
the two days of the Convention, and two during the trip to Revere. All 
were treated by Dr. Orpha D. Bruce, of the committee, who freely gave 
medical attendance and medicine as her valuable contribution to the cause. 

The Executive Council, of which Mrs. Mar}' L. Oilman was chairman, 
had power to act in cases of emergency during the recess of the Executive 
Committee; and, while it stood ready to perform its duty at any time, so 
frequent were the meetings of the Executive Committee, it was found nec- 
essary to hold only two meetings. All its members, however, served faith- 
fully on other committees. 

Monday, the opening day of the eventful week, was marked chiefly 
by the parade of the Xaval Veterans, ex-Prisoners of ^A'ar, Sons of Veterans, 
and other organizations. It was a fitting introduction to the events that 
followed, and was \iewed from the grand-stands with delight and apprecia- 
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tion by our delegates and guests, for whom about five hundred tickets had 
been secured by our committee. 

Tuesday, August 16, was the long-looked-for and, to the general public, 
the all-important day of the whole week, the day of the grand parade; and 
every desirable spot along the Hne of march was early occupied by interested 
spectators. Sidewalks and streets, steps and windows, even the very roofs, 
were filled with the eager multitude, all waiting for the dear old veterans, 
many of whom were to participate in their last march in this world. At 
10 A.M., from the corner of Massachusetts and Commonwealth Avenues, they 
started, Commander-in-Chief John C. Black in the van, with a brilliantly 
mounted staff, under escort of E. W. Kinsley Post 113 of Boston. Up 
through Commonwealth Avenue, Charles and Beacon Streets, they passed 
to the State House, which was finely decorated, and on the grounds of which 
had been erected an extensive grand-stand, whereon were seated the mem- 
bers of the Executive, Legislative, and Judicial Departments of the Common- 
wealth, with thousands of their friends, and in the centre his Excellency 
Governor John L. Bates, our United States senators and representatives, 
ex-governors, and distinguished guests, who reviewed the column as it passed 
along. Down Beacon to School Street they marched in review before his 
Honor Patrick A. Collins, Mayor of Boston, who stood in front of a stand 
that covered the whole area between the street and City Hall, which building 
was elaborately decorated with flags and bunting. Still on, through Wash- 
ington, Milk, and Devonshire Streets, they marched to Winthrop Square, 
where was another stand, the most significant of all, filled with disabled 
^veterans, whose hearts beat with pride as their still active comrades passed 
by, but whose eyes bore a sad expression as if longing to be once more in 
the ranks with their more favored comrades. From there the march con- 
tinued through Summer and Washington Streets to Temple Place, opposite 
which, on the Tremont Street Mall of the Common, was placed the grandest 
and most inspiring spectacle of all, the Living Flag, with its two thousand 
(2,000) school children, clothed in red, white, and bhie, and singing patriotic 
songs. It was a glorious sight, never to be forgotten, and many of the 
veterans' eyes were dimned with tears as they recognized the living resem- 
blance to the starry banner for which they fought four decades ago. The 
march of the column through Tremont and Boylston Streets was the oppor- 
tunity of the Woman's Relief Corps, the delegates and members of which 
occupied many seats on the long line of grand-stands erected by the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Grand Army of the Republic on the malls of the 
Common. 

There were cheers and clapping of hands and waving of handkerchiefs 
from the gathered thousands, but there were also tears and stifled sobs and 
sorrowing heart-throbs as the venerated patriots passed by with whitened 
hair and bowed heads, bent forms and faltering steps, and the sad truth 
was forced upon the minds of the vast populace that never again would the 
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Streets of Boston be consecrated to Liberty and Unity by those gallant men 
who in the heyday of their youth offered their lives in defence of those two 
great principles. 

The remaining days of the week were fully occupied in pleasure and 
sight-seeing, as has been related in the preceding pages of this report. 

During the sessions of the National Convention itself the comfort of 
the delegates was amply provided for. Help was employed in the ante- 
rooms to wait on members. The officers of the Executive Conmiittee were 
present to render assistance and impart information. The Department 
President and her officers escorted the officers of the Convention to and 
from luncheon, and carriages were held at the entrance of the hall for their 
convenience. 

While the extensive preparations for the reception and entertainment 
of our guests called for hard and unremitting labor, it was labor that was 
congenial to all of our loyal workers; and, because it was a labor of love, the 
service seemed Hghter, and therefore easier to perform. 

Upon the reconunendation of the chairman the Executive Committee 
voted to turn over to the Department Relief Fund all moneys remaining in 
the hands of the Treasurer, after paying all expenses. 

The Executive Committee is deeply appreciative of the good work of 
the faithful Corps in our Department and their many members who served 
on our committees, and by its instructions I forwarded the following Circular 
Letter of thanks, with a financial statement, to every Corps: —

After an organ recital by Miss Hattie L. Shute, of Cottage City, Past De- 
partment Instituting and Listalling Officer Mrs. Richards, Department 
Senior Aide, introduced Mrs. Mary E. Knowles, Past National Chaplain, 
chairman of the Committee of Arrangements. 

Mrs. Knowles in her gracious manner welcomed the audience in be- 
half of the committee, and alluded in complimentary terms to the faithful 
work of Mrs. Annie M. Warne as Department President the past year, whose 
administration was conducted with harmony and success.

She referred interestingly to 
the work that has been conducted and to the great principles upon which 
the W.R.C. is founded. The reports received at National Headquarters 
are encouraging, and members throughout the country are zealous in their 
efforts to assist the Grand Army of the Republic and the principles that 
noble organization represents. The work of patriotic teaching, the preser- 
vation of the sacred grounds at Andersonville (in which movement our own 
Mrs. Turner is a leader), and other lines of work carried on by the order 
were outlined by Mrs. Minot in a graceful address.

Since its 
organization in 1879 the Woman's Relief rori)s has grown in numbers, and 
the work has progressed in various directions. The order is conducting a 
grand patriotic work, and is trying to teach the young the patriotism that 
"peace on earth, good will to man," is as noble a form of patriotism as 
taking up arms, and we are trying also to teach them to n^vere the past, and 
respect the men who saved the X^nion. AA'e arc hoping for the day when all 
national and international difficulties shall be settled by arbitration. We 
may not even hope to see this in our day, but we are striving to do our part. 
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that those who follow on in the race of life may not be called upon to suffer 
what we have suffered, and we pray for the day when the Angel of Peace 
may spread its wings over all the earth, never again to be hidden by the 
smoke of battle. 

Commander Wolff, you have been honored by election to the office of 
Department Commander of the Grand Army of the Republic of Massachu- 
setts. I bring to you to-night the congratulations and greetings of 14,600 
noble women, and pledge to you their earnest support in your administration. 
We are organized to assist the Grand Army of the Republic, and where you 
lead we will follow. 

Commander Wolff in a dignified and gracious manner responded to 
the remarks of Mrs. Ralph, thanking her for her words of encouragement , 
and again pledging his sincere interest in the Auxiliary to the G.A.R. 

His Honor Mayor Harvey, of Waltham, was introduced by Mrs. Warne 
as a patriotic mayor and one who was a friend to the Post and Corps of 
that city. 

Mayor Harvey, in an eloquent speech, alluded to the heroism of the 
men who served in the Union Army and to the noble efforts of the loyal 
women who suffered and sacrificed so much in those stirring times. He 
commended the work and principles of the Woman's Relief Corps, and paid 
a tribute to the work of Mrs. Warne, who is a helper in many good causes. 
At the conclusion of Mayor Harvey's address, Silas A. Barton, Past Depart- 
ment Commander and a member of F. P. H. Rogers Post 29 of Waltham, 
addressed Mrs. Warne, presenting her on behalf of Post 29 a magnificent 
bouquet of flowers. 

He voiced the sentiments of his comrades in Waltham when he expressed 
appreciation of her unselfish and efficient services for the Post in that city, 
and added his personal regards for her devotion to the cause for so many 
years. He congratulated her upon the success of the administration the 
past year. 

Mrs. Warne accepted the gift in a hearty response, alluding to the 
pleasure she felt in again having the opportunity to take up the home work 
in Waltham, and she thanked Past Commander Barton and his comrades 
for their thoughtful interest. 

Solo, ''Battle Hymn of the Republic," by Mrs. Edlefson, the audience 
joining in the chorus. 

John E. Oilman, Adjutant General, was next introduced as a devoted 
friend of the Woman's Relief Corps. 

He briefly, but eloquently responded, paying a high tribute to the order, 
and also congratulated Mrs. Warne and the members upon the good work 
accomplished the past year. He paid a tribute to Mrs. Fuller, Mrs. Turner, 
and the late Mrs. E. Florence Barker, the early leaders who by their de- 
votion, their talents, and their successful leadership were pioneers worthy 
of our affection and esteem. 
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Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner, the first National Treasurer, a Past National 
President, was introduced as "Our Lizabeth," and in her pleasing manner 
interested the audience. She gave some reminiscences of the historic field 
at Andersonville, Ga., and alluded to the efforts of the Woman's Relief 
CJorps in preserving the property there as a memorial to the thousands of 
men who suffered and died in defence of the flag. Mrs. Turner, as chair- 
man of the National W.R.C. Board having charge of the Andersonville 
property, was conversant with its history, and outlined some of the plans 
for its care and for permanent improvements. 

Mrs. Wame thanked the friends and officials who had made the occa- 
sion a success, and one of the most inspiring gatherings ever held by the 
Department of Massachusetts was brought to a close at ten o'clock by the 
audience singing "America."

I. Memorial Day with its sad yet pleasing duties is again approaching, 
and on that day, the one above all others in which the veteran is interested, let

by the slower yet equally sure result of exposure and disease, a tribute which 
shall say to all that, though dead, he is not forgotten.

A.M., by Mrs. Sarah D. Winans, National President. It is earnestly requested 
that all delegates of this Department be prompt in their attendance and remain 
during all the sessions. 

Members of our Order who are not delegates will be admitted to the gal- 
leries of the Temple by giving the National password. 

It is hoped that there will be a large attendance of visitors. 

II. For the information of members who intend coming to Boston during 
Encampment week, the following extract from General Orders of Department 
Commander Lucius Field is herein copied : 
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** The New England Passenger Association have agreed to the following

*' From points one hundred and fifty miles or more from Boston, one cent 
per mile in each direction, plus twenty-five cents for the validation of return 
portion of tickets. Tickets to be on sale August 13, 14, 15 and 16, good 
returning to and Including August 20. 

" Tickets will be limited to continuous passage In both directions. 

" A joint agency will be established at 75 Federal Street, Boston, and pas- 
senger must present ticket to joint agent for validation on date on which return 
journey Is to be commenced, which must not be earlier than August 16 nor later 
than August 20, 1904. On payment of fifty cents and by depositing the ticket, 
it win be extended to return from Boston not later than midnight of Sept. 
30, 1904." 

The report of Mrs. Harriett A. Ralph, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, given July 0, at the meeting of the Executive Committee of Ar-

General Orders, \ Boston, Oct. 24, 1904. 

No. 6. / 

I. The first regular meeting in December is the date assigned by the rules 
of our Order for the annual election of officers. The attention of Corps is 
therefore called to Chapter II., Article VII., of the Rules and Regulations, 
containing instructions regarding the method of conducting elections. 

If it is impossible to complete the election at the first regular meeting, a 
special meeting can be called to complete the same. 

Members who are six months in arrears for dues cannot have the privilege 
of voting, and only members in good standing are entitled to vote or hold office. 

It should be remembered that the success of the work throughout the year 
depends largely upon those who will be intrusted with leadership, and only 
those best fitted to advance the welfare of the Corps and the Post to which it 
is auxiliary should be chosen. 

II. Every Corps is entitled to one delegate and one alternate for each 
sixty members in good standing reported to Department Headquarters for the 
term ending Sept. 30, 1904, and one additional delegate and alternate for a 
fraction over one-half that number. These delegates and alternates should be 
elected at the regular election of officers, and every Corps is entitled to one 
delegate and one alternate regardless of its membership. Therefore if a 
Corps had less than sixty members Sept. 30, it can have representation in 
Convention, but a Corps having ninety members is only entitled to the same 
representation. A membership of ninety-one (being a fraction over one-half 
the number required) entitles a Corps to two delegates and two alternates. 

III. Election Certificates are herewith forwarded, and Corps Presidents 
arc requested to see that they are properly made out, names given in full ( not 
simply initials), and mailed to the Department Secretary immediately after 
election . 

The President and Secretary of the present year should sign these reports. 

Care should be taken in the names selected, as much trouble will thereby 
be saved the Corps and the ofilcers at headquarters. 

If a Corps President is reelected, she will, as the President installed for 
the year 1905, be entitled to a vote in Department Convention by virtue of her 
office, and the President who preceded her will have a vote as last Past 
President. The name of the latter must be entered on the list of Past 
Presidents when a President is reelected. 

IV. The Election Returns, which are also forwarded, should be filled out 
with the greatest care, as the Department Roster of 1905 will be compiled 
from the names and information contained in these official returns. The time 
and place of mooting must also be given and the hour designated by the words 
afternoon or cranng. It is not sufficient to simply add p.m. 

Both copies must be given to the Installing Officer on the date of 
installation, and said officer is requested to see that they are properly signed. 

V. Corps Treasurers are notified that they must file their bond before 
installation and be prepared to answer this question during the ceremony of 
their installation. 
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VI. The newly elected officers must select the installing oflacer, and 
notify the Department Secretary as soon as the officer accepts the invita- 
tion to serve in that capacity 

The expenses of the installing officer should be borne by the Corps, and 
arrangements for installation are in charge of Corps officers. 

VII. The plan so popular with Posts and Corps, that of holding joint 
installations, has been a benefit to both organizations, and the union of the 
Sons of Veterans and the Daughters of Veterans in these ceremonies is a help 
in promoting a united interest in our patriotic work. Public installations have 
proven of great benefit and should be arranged wherever practicable. The 
interest of the public in the work of our Order is desired, and the exercises 
under its auspices on the date of installation are oftentimes a means of 
creating renewed interest in the cause we represent. 

Remembering we are auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
wishes of Posts should be considered before arrangements are made for a pub- 
lic service, and in all cases where the services are to be joint a date convenient 
for the Post should be selected. 

VIII. Installing Officers will add much to the impressiveness of the cere- 
mony if they become familiar with the service and aim to conduct it in a 
thorough manner.

The Department President expresses her sincere thanks to the Corps for 
their liberal contributions for Thanksgiving and Christmas relief, and for their 
prompt and generous response to all appeals for the special funds. 

XVI. It is with regret that announcement is made of the surrender of 
the charter of Capt. E. T. Dresser Corps 166, Housatonic. 

This Corps has been in a weak condition for several years, being located 
in a small village and with but little local encouragement. It continued to 
conduct its work however, until the surrender of the Post to which it was 
auxiliary, when the little band of members felt that it was useless to continue 
longer its struggle for existence. 

XVII. In accordance with the action of the Department Convention of 
1903, a change was adopted in the method of selecting delegates and alternates 
to the National Convention. The plan outlined last year conforms to that vote 
and is a law of the Department of Massachusetts at the present time. 

A copy of this plan of choosing delegates and alternates is herewith sub- 
mitted (which is the same as last year) for the guidance of Corps. 

The number of delegates and alternates each district is entitled to have as 
its representatives is as follows : 

District No. 1 — Berkshire, Frauklin, Hampshire and Hampden Counties. 
Three delegates and three alternates. 

District No. 2 — Plymouth, Bristol, Barnstable, Dukes and Nantucket 
Counties. Four delegates and four alternates. 

District No. 3 — Middlesex and Norfolk Counties. Five delegates and 
five alternates. 

District No. 4 — Worcester County. Three delegates and three alternates. 

District No. 5 — Essex and Suffolk Counties. Five delegates and five 
alternates. 

In accordance with this plan, every Corps is reqnested to send to the 
Department Secretary the name of one member as a candidate for delegate and 
one member for alternate, said names to be by vote of the Corps. The list 
will be given to the Committee on Nomination of Delegates and Alternates to 
be appointed at the Department Convention, and from the list received by the 
Committee the twenty delegates and twenty alternates required will be selected. 

According to the Rules and Regulations, the basis on representation to the 
National Convention is one delegate and one alternate for every seven hundred 
members in good standing at the close of the quarter ending December 31. 
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The assignment of the counties into districts, as announced, is on tlie basis 
of membership, as required by the laws of the National Woman's Relief Corps. 

As the Department of Massachusetts is only entitled to twenty delegates 
and twenty alternates (in addition to the delegate-at-large and alternate-at- 
large), this number only can be nominated from the list of ijames sent by 
Corps to the Nominating Committee. 

XVIII. In sending to the Corps of Massachusetts my last General Orders 
as Department President, it is with a feeling of gratitude for the many acts of 
kindness and for all the courtesies that have been extended me. In every 
part of the State I have been most cordially received, and my heart has many 
times been gladdened, as I have witnessed the unselfish spirit of our members 
and the great work they are so earnestly accomplishing for the veterans' cause 
and for patriotic principles.

Commander Post G A.R. : 

Dear Sir, — In compliance with your request I herewith send you blank 
application for Charter and some instructions and suggestions for your 
gaidance in the formation of the Woman's Relief Corps. 

I. Rules and Regulations requiring that the application for Charter (see 
Chap. II., Art. I., Sect. 1) must be signed by the Post Commander, it is 
expected that the Commander will submit this question to the Post at a 
regular meeting, previous notice of such contemplated action having been 
given ; and a majority vote of the Post being favorable to the formation of 
the Corps, the Commander will sign the application. 

II. The Charter fee of five dollars ($5.00) must in all cases accompany 
the Application for Charter. 

III. The signatures of the ladies on the Application must be in their own 
handwriting, and their own Christian name ; as Mary B. — not Mrs John. 

IV. It is recommended that the Application be placed in the hands 
of some person who will use great discretion in the selection of those who 
are to form the Charter membership of the Corps. Women of character, 
ability, patriotism and self-sacrifice are needed to insure the prosperity of the 
Corps. 

Loyal women having no ties of l^indred to the veteran are especially 
welcome to our ranlis. 

V. The admission fee, which must be paid the day the Corps is instituted, 
is one dollar and fifty cents. This includes the price of badge. 

VI. The cost of supplies for a Corps of twenty-five members is about 
$25.00. 

VII. The annual dues assessed each member is determined by vote of the 
Corps after formation. The average sum in this Department is about one 
dollar per year. 

VIII. The per capita tax paid to this Department is ten cents for each 
member per quarter. 

IX. After signatures are obtained, application for Charter forwarded to 
Headquarters and approved, a meeting of the members should be called. 
Rules and Regulations read and all necessary instruction given. Mal^e a 
preliminary selection of officers (see Rules for number and rank), and use 
great care to select women of ability and fitness for each office as far as 
possible. 

X After date of institution is arranged with Department Headquarters, 
notify all those who have signed and appoint an early hour for the meeting, — 
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not later than two o'clock p.m., as considerable time is required for instruc- 
tion in the work. 

Public Installations of the Officers in the evening are recommended, as they 
give the members of the Post and friends of the Corps an opportunity to 
witness the work, impart information and create an interest in the organiza- 
tion. 

Trusting that these instructions will assist you in the formation of the
